PUBLIC OPINION, DIPLOMACY, WAR. 


Tr is not to he denied that the Rnsso- Polish qnestion is getting, 
or has already got, into a tangle which diplomacy will find it 
difticnlt to untwist, and which the impatience of public opinion, 
hoth in Russia and in France, may prefer to cut hy the sword 
of war. It is quite clear that the exchanges of Europe—those 
sensitive harometers which indicate the ehanging currents of 
the political atmosphere—have exhihited considerable unsteadi- 
ness of late, and have momentarily pointed more than once to 
“Stormy. No observant mind, in which there exists a pre- 
dominant desire that the peace of Europe may be preserved, 
cin have watched the signs of the times without some quicken- 


ing of its anxieties. It is not simply that alarm is felt hecause 
the sky is overcast ; there are more threatening symptoms than 
this. There is, first, the moral impossthility of allowing the 
question at issue to work out hy a natural process its inevitable 
results, The Polish question constitutes, asit were, the frontier 
line of two greatly differing systems of policy — that 
which had its origin, and still derives its strength, from 
the East, and that which is indigenous in the West. 
Poland has heen for centuries the coast-line of Western 
civilisation, upon which Eastern autocracy and harharism have 
heen steadily encroaching. The real struggle hetween Russia 
and Poland is a struggle hetween Asian and European ideas, 
sentiments, interests, political institutions, and religious creeds, 




















The antagonism hetween the two is not accidental merely, but 
essential ; and henceit is not a fancy, hut a fact, that whatever 
happens to Poland must vitally affect the political and social 
condition of Western Enrope. Then, again, it is unfortunate 
that diplomacy, although fnlly aware of this fact and of its 
importance, has chosen to assert its claims, as though the fact 
did not exist, and has made proposals which, whatever he their 
recommendations in other respects, do not touch the merits of 
the question at issue, and are repndiated hy hoth the comhatants, 
Russia and Poland, Not only, therefore, is the ground of 
contest hroadly European, hut, as far as matters have yet gone, 
it appears to he one in which diplomacy is very unlikely to 
sneceed, Here are, consequently, two of the main elements of 
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war, & priori enveloping, like a mist, every trial of strength - 


between Eastern and Western interests, 

If, again, looking away from the essentially Earopean natnre 
and conseqnences of the pending struggle, we fix attention 
only upon the circumstances which aurround it, and to which 
it has given rise, wo shall hardly he surprised that the great 
capitalists of the West dcem it prudent to shape their pro- 
ecedings as if war were imminent. There ia a covert hut 
exceedingly biting sarcasm ranning throngh the several replies 
given hy Prince Gortschakofi to the Notes of the three Powera, 
which, spite of the flonrishes of courtesy which cover it, is 
tnpleasantly auggestiva of a determination on the part of 
Bnaria to risk a collision, There are wnrlike preparatioaa at 
Cronstadt and elsewhere which are prohably meant to signify 
that Bnasia can dare a hlow a3 well as reply to a remonstrance 
in defence of what she assnmes to be her rights, There are 
aigna that war, however digastrous to the empira over which 
Alexander II. presides, woald, at least temporarily, uaite 
the Sovereign and his nobles—an end which may he 
thoaght worth a large venture and some sacrifices to effect, 
There is evidently a tendency at St, Petershnrg to torn 
owarda the suhjcets of tha Russian Empire tha religious 
aspects of the quarrel, with a view to win over beforehand the 
sympathies of the newly-enfranchised peasantry, and induce 
them to suhmit with patience to the draughts of the con- 
scription, And, while Prince Gortschakoff is busy with 
diplomacy, Mouravieff and Berg are uaserupnlous in their use 
of the sword, the torch, the knont, and the halter—doing the 
work of suppression with unhesitating hrutality, in hopes that 
the winter will complete what they have left unfinished. The 
Jast few days, it is true, haye cast a donht npon the warlike 
intentions of Russia, as if she had heen scared hy her own 
temerity ; hut, on the whole, the indications which are to ha 
descried in that quarter cannot he interpreted in favour of tha 
continnance of peace, 

Then there is France. The late panic upon the Paris Bourse 
gives the key to the fcelings and expectations of the French 
people, Public opinion in France is excited, is indignant, and, 
on this Polish question, is bellieose. What may he the 
Emperor's intentions cannot with any certainty he assumed. 
The language of his Government has been singularly moderate, 
and it seems unlikely that Napoleon III. will rush into a single- 
handed conflict with Bussia and Prussia unless for dynastic 
reasons of overpowering weight, But they mnst be hlind who 
cannot sec that the pulse of France is heing covertly felt and her 
temper ascertained in relation to possihle territorial changes of 
immensemoment. Pamphlets, withjustenongh of pretension t hat 
they speak the sense of the Imperial mind to attract the notice of 
the pnblic, bnt with too little to prevent their being repudiated 
when they have served their purpose, are beginning to discuss 
the Russo-Polish question in its European aspects mnch after 
the fashion in which the Italian question was discussed in anti- 
eipation of tha campaign in Lombardy, There is the sama 
demonstration of readiness on the purt of France to “make war 
for an idea,” the same expression of contempt for what is 
regarded as the sordid sluggishness of England, the same 
freedom in snggesting changes in the present map of Enrope, 
There are here and thera graver symptoms, among which the 
naval review at Cherhourg will prohahly be reckoned ; and tha 
licenee given to the newspaper press to vilify Rnsaia ad libitum 
will not pass unnoticed, In short, the political atmosphere in 
Frsnce js highly eharged with electricity, aud no one would be 
astonished at a sndden flash of lightning proclaiming to the 
world that the storm-clond had burst. 

Ominous, however, as appearances are hoth in France and 
Russia, and incompetent as we hold diplomacy to he to find a 
permanent solution of the question, we incline to the conclnsion 
that war will not result from present complications, Thare is 
too mnch reason to fear that hefore negotiations shall have 
secured any practical result for the Poles, whether they be 
abraptly terminated or not, wintar will seal up the Baltic, and 
will, more effectually than all Mouravieif's atrocities, put out 
the fire of insurrection, At any rate, it is too late in the season 
for France to act alone, even if she were so disposed, Although 
the hattle of Jena was fought as lata as the middle of October, 
it does not follow that two months would suflise to enable 
France to prepare for and force a march throngh Prussia by an 
approximate date, especially with the prospect of wintering her 
army in Poland ; and all idea of an effective naval movement in 
the Baltic before King Frost can exercise his dominion will, no 
doubt, he dismissed hy the Minister of Marine a3 preposterous, 
Such heing the contingencies, we have hut little misgiving as 
to Enrope heing precipitated into a war with Russia by the 

‘ impetuosity or the romance of pnblic opinion on tha other side 
of the Straits, The alternative of peace or war practically 
rests upon the decision of Austria, for the position of Austria 
in relation to Poland is snch that her iminense military power 
could be wielded almost instantaneonsly in assertion of the 
claims of Western civilisation, But Austria is in no hurry to 
give effect to the aspiration of the Poles to national unity and 
independence, Heartily as she disapproves of the adminis- 
trative role of Russia in Poland, nnd anxious as she is to compel 
a change for the better, it is quite a mistnke to suppose that a 
war on behalf of the nationality of Poland wonld square with 
the general policy of tha Austrian empire. So far, tharefore, 
as the voice of Anstria shall influence the counsela of the 
Western Powers, it will no douht he lifted up energetically 
against any premature abandonment of diplomatic effort, 

The temper of England is wholly averse to a war on hehalf 
of Poland if it may be avoided withont dishononr ; and should 
Austria remain firm, as there is strong probability that she will, 
the odds scem to be decidedly in favour of a preservation of 
the peace, at least for the time heing. Under no less pressnre 
than that of actnal conquest can Russia he expected to consent 
to a resuscitation of the Polund of 1772; but in the presence 
of an alliance, formal or virtnal, hetween Englana, Franca, 








@nd Anstria, she will prohahly deem it politic to abate some- 
what of her lofty pretensions, When she has fully ascertained 
that the three Powers are resolved to resent a diplomatic insult, 
she will disown the intention of offering one, and will, 
perhaps, concede on paper all that has been damanded of 
her. She will do this all the more readily should Prussia 
falter, a3 she has lately seemed to do, in separating herself 
altogether from Western combinations, We have bnt little 
expectation that Poland will derive much ndvantage from 
diplomatic intervention, mnch less that snch ndvantage will he 
of 4 permanent charncter. Poland craves national independence, 
and cares nothing just now for representative government nnless 
as an instrument for securing the one object of her passionate 
desire. But when Poland shall have suecnmhed in the nneqaal 
atruggle, as there is too good gronnd for believing she must, 
the diplomacy of the three Powers may possihly avail to save 
her from the cold-blooded vengeance to which she wonld other- 
wise he exposed, and the hapless victim will probahly hide her 
time, and nourish her strength for a fitter opportunity. 

Publie opinion in this country will, however reluctantly, 
acquiesce in a conclusion very far short of what is desired hy, 
and may he desirable for, the Poles—not from insensihility, hut 
from a conviction that neither can war nor diplomacy ohtain, 
at this late period, full compensation for the crime of 1772. 
There are many ohvious and some oeenlt reasons why England 
should ohject to follow the lead of France in a second 
eontest with Russia, Sha knows that she could do little 
or nothing in Central Europe hy means of an armed inter- 
vention, and she is too wary to upset the present halance of 
power in Europe nntil she can see her way to something 
hetter and more reliable, All political parties with the 
least pretension to influence are agreed that no essentia’ 
good could he promoted hy a war on hehalf of Poland, and 
that incaleulnhle mischief might come of it, Unless, therefora, 
Rossia be intent upon precipitating hostilities, whioh would 
terrihly eripple her as a European Power, there wonld seem to 
be a preponderance of probabilities that some compromise will 
be effected hetween East and West, and that the real cause of 
quarrel betwcen them may he suffered to remain in nbeyance 
until the issue is ripe for settlement, and events not only 
favour hut demand it. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 


FRANCE, 

The Emperor retwned from’ Vichy to St. Cloud on Wednesday, nnd 
his Majesty presided at a Council of Ministers on the following day. 

The Empress received] the Archbishop of Mezico at St, Cloud 
yesterday week, 

The Presse, in an article signed by M. Emile de Girardin, 
recommends that the Duke de Morny shonld replace M. Drouyn de 
Lhuys, and that the Duke de Montebello should be recalled, his 
position at St. Petersburg having, as the Presse considers, become 
untenable, 

Some sensation has been produced in Paris by the issue of a 
paises bearing the title of “ Tbe Emperor, Poland, ani Europe.” 

his brochure has been ascrihed to divers official pens—“‘ M. Moequard,” 
said some; “M, Granier de Cassagnac,” averred others ; but there was 
& general endeavour to persuade the public that the famphiet was the 
result of direct Imperial iuspiration. Tt is not by any means certain 
that the publication has a really official character; even if it bad, it 
does not appear to contain anything very new or siprising, It 
develops the familiar idea that while England, France, and Austria 
stand together a war would be scarcely uecessary, and that in the 
event of war hecoining imperative the struggle could not be long, 
difficult, or formidable. Much of the pamphlet is occupied in recalling 
to Russia various benefits which France believes she has of late years 
conferred upon her—such as the conclnsion of peace in the Crimea, 
the pntting aside all temptation to encourage a Polish movement, 
and so forth, If the pamphlet be official, it undonbtedly means that 
France will, if necessary, take up arms for Poland, 

The prepavatious for installing the Campaua Museum at the 
Louvre are advancing. Three rooms of what used to be the Spanish 
Museum have been newly floored and decorated to receive the 
pnintings, 293 in number, and were opened to the public last week. 

The vintage in the south of France promises to be among the 
finest of the present century. 

THE FRENCH IN MBXICO, 

The report of Marshal Forey, dated the ifth of June, giving an 
account of the operations of the Preach army in Mexico up to that 
date, has been published. Marshal Forey states that he had sent a 
eolumn to protect the mines at Real del Monte, which the enemy 
intended to plunder, and to destroy the engines. The Marshal 
announces that he is occupied in forming a provisional Government, 
which, following out the intentions of the Emperor, will be compose 
of men of moderate views belonging to all parties. 

La France asserts that Marshal Forey will leave Mexico on the 
15th of September, giving up the command to General Bazaine. 

The intelligence from Mexico viii New York represents the position 
of the Freuch army of occnpation as anything but a comfortable 
one. Detachments of native troops were hovering around the 
capital ; Ortega was in command between it and San Louis Potosi; 
Negrettia, at the head of a strong body of cavalry, was endeavonr- 
iug to destroy the communication with Vera Cruz; and nnother 
significant fact is that no couriers had arrived at Mexico from the 
latter place for thirty days prior to the Ist of July. 


SPAIN. 


The Minister of Finance has resigned. He wil be replaced by the 
Minister of Public Works, whose post will he filled by Senor Alonzo 


Martinez. 
PORTUGAL. 

The Royal family continues to reside at Mafra. The state of the 
Queen's health is very satisfactory. On Thursday week the King and 
the Duc de Penthiévre went on board the Portuguese war-steamer 
Mindello, which was practising her artillery, The Dune de Penthievre, 
bt dsc been staying on n visit to the King, leaves shortly for New 
York. % 

The Government is prosecuting the company formed for supplying 
Lisbon with water, for breach of contract. The Government has 

mrchased on account of the Crown 4500 contos of reis in the 
Pee ace Funds with the proceeds of the diamonds recently sold. 

The misunderstanding between the Government and the repre- 
sentatives of Senor Salamanea continues. The last section of the 
line of railway from Crato to the Spanish frontier continues closel to 
traffic by order of the Government surveyors, 

‘The keels bave been laid nt the Royal Arsenal of two new corvettes, 
to be named Duke of Palmella and Duke de Terceira. 

The vine disease continnes to be developed. 

ITALY, 

The Torin Parliament terminated its Session last Saturday, after 
passing the bill regulating taxation upon articles of consnmption an 1 
sanctioning the purchase by the Government of the Victor Emmannel 
Railway and the concession to the Laffitte Company of the right to 
coustruct a railway, facilitating the communication betweeu Calabria 
and Sicily. The Chamber of Depnties, after a discussion of several 
days’ duration, voted the law for n levy of 35,090 men bya large 
majority. 





A revival of brigan dage is reported. A mixed band of Neapolitans, 
Spaniards, and Bavari ans lately made a raid in the neighborhood of 
Sora. They were, however. speedily pnt to flight by the national 
troops, and some of their number fell into the hands of the victors, 

ie French anthorities have sn rrendered to the Italian Government 
the six brigand chiefs who attacked Santa Anatolia on June 7, 


PRUSSIA AND AUSTRIA, 


The King of Prnssia is staying nt Gastein, x small town in the 
ancient archbishopric of Salzhurg, situated ou the frontier of tho 
German Tyrol, at a short distance from Ischl. The King will leave 
that place about the midlle of the month for Baden-Baden, ant 
return to Berlin on the 25th. 

The Emperor of Austria arrived at Gastein on Sunday afternoon, 
at half-past five o'clock. He received immediately a visit froin the 
King of Prussia, who was accompanied hy General de Mantential, 
The two Sovereigns remained together for n quarter of an hom 
Shortly afterwards the Emperor, accompanied by the Archduke Lonis, 
returned the visit of the King, 


THE GERMANIC CONFEDERATION. 


It is officially announced that the Emperor of Anstria, in nn auto- 
graph letter, has invited all the Sovereigns of the German Con- 
federation and the Senates of the Free Cities to meet in an Assembly, 
at which all should personally attend, with the object of discussing the 
question of @ reorganisation of the German Confederation suitable to 
the reqnirements of the age. The Emperor proposes Frankfort-on- 
the-Maine as the place, and the 16th inst. as the time, of meeting, 
Thursday's Oesterreichische Zeitung annonuces that the Emperor 
personally takes the initiative in introducing reform in the German 
Confederation. The same paper states that tbe German question was 
discussed by the Emperor and the King of Prussia at Gastein, 


DENMARK AND SWEDEN, 

Au allianee hetween the Scandinavian monarchies—thnt of Denmark 
and that of Sweden—is considered to be close at hand. The Swedish 
Minister for Foreign Affairs has addressed a note to the Cabinets of 
Loudon and Paris, protesting energetically against the intention of 
thc Germanic Confederation to interfere in the affairs of Schleswig. 

The Danish Government has declined to accede to the request of 
the Schleswig Diet for an alteration of the regulations as to the nse 
of tle Danish language in churches, schools, and conrts of law in the 
district of Schleswig which are inhahited by a mixed population. 

The German purty in Schleswig have sneceeded in stopping the 
legislative business of the duchy, and the Dict was ohliged to he closed 
on Thursday week on account of the necessary number of deputies 
not having attended. In the evening the loyal inhabitants of 
Flensburg, where the Diet was held, headed by a band of music, 


made a demonstration in honour of the Royal Comunissioner and tho- 


loyal deputies, who were warmly cheered, 
RUSSIA, 

A letter from St. Petersburg of the 27th ult., in the Nord, says :— 
“The Emperor Alexander left yesterday for Finland. He goes by sea 
direct to Helsingfors, whence he will proceed by the new railway to 
Tawasthus. His Majesty, on returning, is to visit the fortifications of 
Sweaborg, and will arrive here in about ten days. The Court is still 
at Tzarskoe-Sélo, not having removed to Peterhoff on account of tha 
state of health of the Empress, which requires great care.” 

The Gazette de Riga states that provisions and military stores are 
being sent to Finland in great quantities. At ‘Tavastehns 150,000 
sacks of flour have been received, and 70,000 sacks at Helsingfors, 
The quantity forwarded is described as snfficient for the support of an 
army of 150,000 men fora year. The works of the fortifications of 
Sweaborg and Helsingfors are progressing rapidly. 

The Emperor has issued a ukase declaring free landowners tha 
2,000,000 peasants who ave tenants of tbe crown domains and 
appannges, 

The tee @ Orient publishes news from Cireassin confirming the 
belief in the serions nature of the insurrection in Daghestan. The 
same journal has a letter from Monka (Caucasus), of June 20, which 
mentions an important movement, headed by nn ex-Lieutenant of 
Schamyl, who, with a band which increased fpom 1500 to 8000 men, 
has been besieging a military fortress, and has succeeded in cutting 
off the communication on the postal route from Nonka to Tiflis, 


THE POLISH INSURRECTION, 


A despatch has been published from Prince Gortschakoff to 
Councillor de Knorring, Chargé d’Affaires at Vienna, upon the 27th 
ult., with regard to the note of Count Rechberg of the 19th. The 
despatch expresses surprise to fiud that Count Rechherg has hinted 
the possibility of Russia entertaining a reservation, and proceeds :— 

If this view of the subject has been put forward by Count Rechberg from a, 
desire to remove all idea of a separate agreement which might be judged 
incempatible with the engagements contracted by Anstria, and with the point 
of departure with which she connceta her measures, Iet us hasten to bear 
witness that no sgrcement whatever has taken place between her and ourselves 
upon the subject of the late overtures, We have deduced no approbation from 
the Austrian note of the 18th of June, and have anticipated her refusal of a 
conference, We haye not dreamt of establishing any assimiiation between 
Galicia and Poiand ; but tradition, precedents, nud the assistance received by 
the insurgents from. Galicia attest thelr common interests, and ehow the 
necessity of an understanding between the three northern Courts. The pro- 
position for a conference was conceived in a friendly spirit, in conformity 
with the refations and interests of the two Courts, and we should reject any 
different interpretation. 

The despatch terminates with an expression of Prince Gortschakoff’s 
regret that the note of Connt Rechberg implies a different impression, 

he Poles have recently had, according to their organs, some fresl. 
victories over bodies of Russian troops. Soine of these victories are 
of cowse disputed hy the Russian organs, bnt the reality and im- 
portance of the encounters are not denied, and the palm of success is 
only timidly claimed for the Russian side. 

The Journal de St. Pétersbourg publishes n decree of the National 
Government at Warsaw, dated July 5, ovdeying a forced loan for 
twenty-one millions of Polish florins. The decvee appoints Ladislaus 
Czartoryski, Joseph Ordega, and Severin Galezowski trustees. 

The National Government is stated to have issned a warning to the 
people of Warsaw against being entrapped into on insurrectionary 
demonstration which Russian agents were alleged to he getting up for 
the Sth inst. “The National Government will inform the inhabitants 
when the right time for insurrection shall have arrived.” 

The insurgent leaders Stefanski, Zawistwski, Nowikki, an1 Heius 
were hanged before the citadel of Warsaw on the 29th ult. Transport- 
ation by wholesale is goiny on. 


TURKEY. 


The Covernment, in consequence of charges made against the Greek 
Patriarch, has decreed his dismissal, . 

The Levant Herald of the 22nd ult. states that the subscription anong 
tbe merchants and bankers of Constautinople to present the Sultan. 
with a number of English rifles “is procceding vigorously, and 
promises to attain a figure which will eqnip a full regiment with the 
best Enfields Birmingham can produce,” a : 

The Turkish National Exhibition closed on the 16th ult. Its com- 
mercial result has been a heavy balance on the wrong side of the 
account. There is a deficit of move thant £14,000, This sum, 
however, the Snitan_has, it is said, promised to make good to the 
company out of the Imperial privy purse. 

On Saturday, July 18, the Sultan attended the acenstomed annual 
meeting of the Grand Council to hear the report on the business of the 
past year. It was inost flattering to his Majesty and hopefully 
colomed as regards the state and prospects of the country. 


AMERICA. 
WAR NEWS. 

We have intelligence from New York to the eveniug of Jnly 25. 

The position and intentions of General Lee were at that date some- 
what doubtful. It was at one time thonght that he was rapidly 
retreating down the west side of the Shenandoah Valley, and General 
Mende crossed the Potomac at Harper's Ferry, and moved down the 
western side of the Blue Ridge to intercept him; but it was fonnd 


| that the Confederate Geucral was closely hugging the line of the 


Upper Potomac, and fears were entertained of another invasion of 
Maryland. Another conjecture was thnt he had delayed tHere to 
carry across his plunder and to cany away the new crop of that fertile 
valley. and that he intended to cross the mountains into Eastern 
Virgmia at Chester or Thornton Gap. In that case prohably n baitle 


a 
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would take place, It is reporied that General Lee bas been reinforced 
by General D. H. Hill with 10,000 men from Lower Virginia. 

General Kelly, who was superintending the constraction of the 
Paltimore and Obio Railroad, was driven back by tbe Confederates 
fifteen miles from North Mountain to Hancock, General Gregg had 
encountered General Stuart’s cavalry, 10,000 strong, between 
Shepherdstown and Martinshurg. An obstinate fight ensued, General 
Gregg holding his ground, hnt suffering heavy losses, 

The daring raid of Morgan into Ohio nae necording to one account, 
come to an abrupt termination. General Shackleford officially reports 
thnt he chased General Morgan over fifty miles, bringing him toa 
stand, when a fight ensued which lasted an bour. At the expiration 
of thit time the Confederates fled, taking refuge upon a high bluff. 
Gcneral Skackleford demanded the immediate and nnconditional 
surreider of Morgan and bis forces. They surrendered with the 
exception of Morgan, who deserted bis command, taking with him a 
pe squadron. Ceneral Shackleford captured 1500 to 2000 prisoner, 
But General Morgan, who was tbus annihilated, was, st the last 
advices, still marauding Ohio at the head of a large force. 

An extensive Caderal cavalty expedition left Newbern on the 18tb 
ult. to penctrate into North Carolina, destroying bridges and railroad 
communication, The expedition burned the railroad bridge over the 
Tar River and 5000 bales of cotton. Anotber Federal Get a expe- 
dijion, after severe fighting, captwred and destroyed Wytheville, 
Fonth-Eastern Virginia, taking 14) prisoners and two pieces of artil- 
lery, They cut the Virginia and Tennessee Railroad at Wytheville. 

rom Charleston the accomits are conflicting—one version affirming 
that Fort Wagner still belds ont, and tbe other that the whole of 
Morris Island has been captured by tbe Federals. The Charleston 
papers assert that the city will be defended street by etreet. The 
whole coloured population had been impressed to work on the defences. 

The main interest of the news from America is witb respect to 
the feeling in the South, According to a Richmond journal the 100,000 
Sonthern men who bad paid for substitutes for military service must 
themeelves be draughted. Dictatorial powers are clnimed for President 
Davis, and martial law insisted on for the whole Confederacy. In 
Alnhama, Soutb Carolina, Georgia, and Virginia it was announced 
that ile people were organising actively for defence. The New Orleans 
Eva enya President Davis has issued a proclamation ordering all men 
between the ages of eigbteen and forty-five to repair to the conscript 
camps, The Kichmond Inquirer spenks of a Navy Company having 
been formed, the ohject of which is to pnt as many privateers ag 
porsible upon the sea to proy upon Federal commerce. This pagel 
couteniplates the disintegration of the great Sonthern anmies and a 
coneeqnent guerrilla warfare, which should be principally upon the 
Fea, 

The news from Mississippi Valley shows tbat the Federals are 
following np their late successes. General Jobnston, retreating from 
the neighbonrhood of Vicksburg, threw his army into Jackson, where 
he held tbe Federals at bay for more than a week, On tbe ith he 
evaeuated the town, and his pnreucrs gave up fnrtlhicr chase of him, 
The Richmond Whig says that the evacuation of Jackson left in the 
encmy’s hands the rélling stock of the Orleans, Jackson, and Great 
Norther, Mississippi-Central, and Mississippi-Tennessee Railroad. 


Over forty engincs were lost. ‘The loss,” continues the Rickmond 


Whig, “is incalculable, important, and wholly irreparable.” 

The garrison of Port Hudson, when tbey surrendered, bad eaten 
their last mule, The moment the surrender was completed the enemy 
sent out a request that six thousand rations should immediately be 
sent in, as the garrison had eaten its last mule, This was found to 
be literally the fact, 

We bave furtber tidings of the operations of the Confederate cruiser 
Gcorgia. That vessel had, since onr last news of her, captured three 
Amcrican vessels, two of which were released, whilst the third, which 
was laden with coal—an article of the greatest value to her captor— 
was heing emptied, with the view, it is alleged, of fitting ber also out 
as a privateer. Tbe steamer Lizzie bas been captured off Abaco, and 
the steamer Kate Dale off Portugal, with 800 bales of cotton, Tbe 
City of New York bas anived out, The Scotia has been intercepted 
off Cape Race. 

THE LATE RIOTS IN NEW YORK. 

New York is again quiet, and tbe negroes bave once more begun to 
show themselves in the strects, The Common Council have passed a 
scrics of resolutions, voting a find of 500,000 dollars to pay the 300- 
dollar excmption fee for such as are not able to pay for themselves, 
and pledging themselves to try the validity of the Conscription Acts, 
Mr, Opdyke, the Mayor, vetoed the resohitions; bnt it is supposed 
they will be carried again by two-tbirds of the body, which will annul 
the veto. It was supposed ‘thnt tbe dranght would recommence in a 
week, Coloured men will not be accepted as eubstitutes for white 
drangbted men, Tbe Mayor bas offered a reward of 500 dollars for the 
npprehension of any person who committed murder or arson during 
the late riots. A subscription bas been opened for the relief of 
coloured people. Governor Seymour, in a special order, had released 
the specinI constabulary from further duty, and states tbat a sufficient 
force of the State militia bad arrived to maintain order, Fears, 
suspicions, and jealousies are mentioned as existing respecting the 
designs of Governor Seymour with respect to his contested right to 
the control of tbe State militia, 

Iu a list of losses by incendiary fires seventeen distinct fires are 
enumerated, comprising one or more buildings, and tbe estimated loss 
is 400,000 dollars. Fifty-six patients bave been taken to the Belleyue 
Hospital, of whom thirteen bave died. Fifteen dead bodies bave been 

Inced in the dead-bonse of the bospital ; the names are unknown. 

ost of the injured scem to have received guusbot wounds. About 
thirty persons concerned in the riots have hecn captured by General 
Brown, and are beld as military prisoners, It is etated, bowever, that 
they will be banded over to the civil authorities, More than 200 
rioters were sbot or bayoneted. 

The New York Herald bas resumed its silly gasconade about a 
union between North and South to make war on France and England, 
It asserts that the conscription will be enforced, not to put down the 
rebellion, but to mect the threats of England, as the Government is 
dctermined_ no longer to suffer privateers to be fitted ont in tbat 
conutry. The same journal urges the Government to grant the’Con- 
federates all their rigbts, under the Constitution, and at once pro- 
claim war against France and England,

Carolina, and placed wider the control of General Foster, whose 
head- quarters will hereafter be at Fortress Monroe.

The World announces that General Meade tendered his resignation 
to tho President as soon as he discovered that General Lee 
had pints the Potomac, but that the President refnsed to 
necept if, 

The United States’ District Court bas affirmed the decisions of the 
Lower Court, condemning the steamers Ouachita and Elizabeth, the 
schooner J, S. Toone, the brig Sarah Star, and the cargo belonging

INDIA, 
REPORTED CAPTURE OF NANA SAHIB. 

There are strong grounds for believing that Nana Sahib, author of 
the Cawnpore atrocities during the sepoy rebellion, has at last fallen 
into onr bands, A telegram was received in Bombay on the 3rd of 
duly, from Deesa, annonncing his capture at Ajmere on the 22nd of 
June. Ajmere (says the Bombay Guzette) is tbe capital of Rajpootana, 
a place of great wealth, n hotbed of disaffection and disloyalty, and 
jnst the place to which Nana Sahib would be most likely to resort if 
it were not for the proximity of the important military station of 
Nusseerabad. This station is but fifteen miles from Ajmere, and is 

arricsoned by Bombay, although civilly under Bengal, Major 
avidson is the political agent at Ajmere, and there is a detachment 
of ber Mnjesty’e 28tb Regiment tbere. It is stated tbat Nana Sahib 
was tracked to this place by two Bombay detectives, acting under 
the instructions of Mr, Forjett, acting commissioner of police, 


Eombay; tbat tbe detectives traced a companion of the Nana 
| from the Deccan to Bikaneer, and that the Nana was found 


tbere a guest of the Bikaneer Rajah; tbat he was allowed to 
depart thence to Ajmere and tbere denounced, his trackers 
having joined bim on the road and introduced themselves 
as agents from a neighbouring durbar. He was at tbe time busy 
sowing tbe seeds of disaffection, and the papers taken with him are 
said to bave indicated the existence of a wide-spread conspiracy, of 
whicb be was tbe centre, In hie report, Major Davidson says, * tbe 
prisoner corresponde in nearly every particular witb the description 
given in the roll, except that his bair is white; he bas lost two front 
teeth, and his cheeke are not so full as they were six years ago,” The 
prisoncr is to be eent to Calcutta or Cawnpore for trial, 
CHINA AND JAPAN, 

By intelligence from Shangbai to June 5 we learn that Major 
Gordon bas captured tbe city of Quinsang. 

Tbe latest news from Japan says that active hostilities had not 
been entered upon, A third delay of three weeks had been granted 
to the Tycoon, It was mmoured that native preparations for defence 
were progressing at Nagasaki. 








EARTHQUAKE AT MANILLA, 


A FEARFUL earthquake took place at Manilia on tho 3rd of June, The 
town was destroyed and 10,000 natives were huried among the ruins, The 
first shock was experienced abont seven o'clock in the evening, and 
from that time until six o’clock on the following evaning o nnmber of 
other shocks tcok place, A large number of structures wero destroyed or 
disappeared in enormous chosms, The San Fernando and French hotels wore 
among the latter ; andfthe spscions cathedral, tho Royal Chapei, tho churches 
of St, Domingo and St. Isahelle, the palace, military hospltals, and Tribunsi of 
Con merce are Included in ths list of huildings destroyed hy the earthquakes, 
The Espcrandzas, a Spanish steamsr lying off the port, was wrecked and all 
hands were lost, 

A correspondent thna describes tho catastrophe :~* On the 3rd of June, at 
half-psst seven In the evening, a flame was seen to rise from the earth and 
gird the city of Manilia, and at the same instant a most terrific quaking of the 
carth tcok piace, It lested scarcely a minnte, hat in that short space nearly 
the whole of fair Manilis has becn reduced to a heapof rains, Ths abomination 
of dceolation has taken possession of her palaces, her temples, and her dvwalling- 
ploces, snd death and destruction have ridden Pee ae CFE the land, 
Scsreely an edifico has cscaped without dead or wounded. priests, their 
chorleters and cacristans, and the falthfui who were hearing the vespers of 
Corpus Christi, have been nearly ali hnried and suifocated under the ruins of 
tho cathedral and other churches, The only church that has eseaped wholly 
Is San Augustin, the same that withstood the tremendous shock of 1645. The 
elle, snd nearly all the publlo and private, as well ns commercial, edifices 

aye either been thrown down orshaken from their foundations. The Rodrigues 
property, left to the British nation, and where tho British Consniate 
was, has been entirely destroyed, and ie nothing but a mass of mins, 
The city is deserted nenr’y, for the edifices threaten to fall suddenly. Before 
tho earthquake took pisce sniphurous cdours were perceiyed—rambling like 
the firing of ordnance, and then like tho approach of an immense locomotive 
and traln, The flsme that surrounded the city was seen from the hay to ascend 
towards the sky ; and another gush of flame came from the Jand over the water 
to the shtpping, and threw them up at least two or three feet ; while on shore 
tho earth has everywhere simk at least two feet,” 

Manilla is a fortified clty of the Philippines, and the capltal of the Spanish 
possesélons in the East. It is sItusicd on the south-west coast of the island 
Lnzon, at the head of the Bay of Manilla, The popufation of the city, 
inclading that of its popnlous snburbs, was more than 140,000, of whom less 
than 5000 are Evropeans, It appears that not a single foroigner was killed, 
alihough some were seriously hurt,

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VISIT OF THE PRINCE OF WALES TO HALIFAX, 


Ir has not heen unusual, when an important town in the provinces 
hos erected some puhlie municipal hnilding, to seek to give its 
inauguration the ganction of the presence of Royalty. ‘The Queen 
has on more than one occasion presided over sueh ceremonials; and 
it is not surprising that the Prince of Wales should, dnring the sort 
of viceregency which he at present exercises in such matters, be called 
npon to fulfil like funetions, The aneient borongh of Halifax. having 
huilt a new Townhall, invited the Prince and Princess af Wales to 
ace with their presence the formal opening of the huilding. This 
Invitation was necepted, and Tuesday last was aniiaipted for a 
demonstration in which it was believed the whole of the West Riding 
of Yorkshire would be fully represented in the persons who woul 
ecmpore a large assemblage of visitors to Halifax, ‘fhe authorities 
of the town, acting undcr the influence of n popniar impulse, as well 
as under their own sense of what was due to an occasion of 
this kind, spared no trouhle nor nny reasonable expense in 
preparat’ons for the event. Artists and decorators were hrought 
from town, and_to them imainly were intrusted the construction, 
in front of the Townhall, of n trinmphal arch and a temporary 
corridor, flanked hy handsome halcouics and a range of hanners 
dependent from lofty staffs; while festoons of artificial flowers, 
Prince of Wales plumes, mottoes, and devices, were disposed abont in 
every available position. The streets in the vieinity of the Townhall 
were also cecornted in a similar roanner, and notably that portion of 
them whieh lead from the railway station into the town, The pro- 
gramme of the proceedings had been so arranged that the processton, 
wonld necessarily pass through almost every part of the town; and, 
consequently, stands of seats were huilt np in all directions, while all 
the howes slong the route were made availnhle for sightseeing. 
Whether by chance or design, it occnrred that there had heen elected 
Mayor of the borongh for this year John Crossley, Esq., who is 
onc of the wealthiest manufaeturers in Halifax, and the possessor of 
a truly magnificent residence, frinished in the most complete aud 
tnstefil menner, and situated within a short distance of the town 
itself, Here there was n residence provided without difficulty for the 
Prince and Princess; and, in passing, it may be said. once for all, 
that the duties of a hest were performed by the Mayor with the 
ibe and success whieh might he expected from a combination 
of all the appliances whieh wenlth and taste conld hring together, 
Lverything was thus prepared for_a worthy reception of the Royal 
visitors, and Hnlifax awaited with pleased anxiety the conferrmg 
upon it the honour of being the first town in Yorkshire whieh the 
Prince and Prineess of Wales have visited. Partaking of that fealing 
which eharneterized London on the 10th of March last, the greatest 
part of the enthusiasm of the inhabitants, of all ranks and classes, 
was evidently timed towards the Princess of Wales. Withont any 
impenchment of loyalty to the Prinee, it was evident that his presence 
was at least the second consideration. It would be diffieult, there- 
foie, to deseribe the disappointment, deepening into positive anger, 
whieh wos sronsed in Halifax when, on Sunday afternoon, it was 
nnnouneed that the state of the Princes:’s health wonld not allow of 
her nndergoing the intigue necessarily attendant on such an oecasion, 
Wide, deep, and, at times, almost threatening was the sense of 
defeated expectation whieh prevailed, and there were rontterings 
nhont the prohability of a reception heing given to the Prinee when 
he eame alone whieh would have been anything hut loyal. One 
effect was palpable on Mondny, and that was, that, whereas 
numbers of persons were expected to eome into Halifax 
fiom the towns and distriet within fifty or sixty miles, after the 
first two or three special trains arrived in the morning, which 
were pietty full, comparatively few persons came in those that fol- 
lowed during the day. On the whole, however, hy the afternoon, 
good: humour had heen restored, and as many persons. as could crowd 
theinselyes into the streets ahutting on the railway etation, and in the 
dine lending to the Mayor's residence, hegan to asserohle as early as 
midday, The hony fixed for the arrival of the Prince was three 
o'elock. Some time hefore that honr a hattery of volunteer artillery, 
four troops of the 2nd West York Yeomanry Cavalry {a remarkably 
fine and well-trained hody of horsemen), drew up in the courtyard of 
the station, and a strong detachment of the Hahfax Rifle Volunteers 
were disposed on the platform within to aet as a guard of hononv, 
In due course, the Mayor, Aldermen, eouncillors, and other offielals of 
the horongh, dressed im robes of divers eolours, and looking very fine, 
ns the story-hook says, came npon the scene, and ranged themselves 
upon the muival plntform. Curiously enongh, in a town which 
is celelrated for its earpet manntacture, not even the con: 
veutional strip of red drugget which is nsnally spread for 
Royal footsteps when they tread the platforms of railway 
Btations, was spread on this oecasion. nor was any attempt made 
to deeorate the station. On the extreme point of the range of 
lofty hills which look down npon the valley m which Halifax is so 
pieluresquely sitnated. and whieh is ealled the “Bencon Hill,” a 
Dattery of heavy artillery had been stationed, While the persons 
assembled were awaiting the arrival of the Prince, two ordinary trains 
ran jnto the station. For some reason or other the last of the two 
was mistaken for the Royal train, and as it glided up to the platform 
the Mayor and his satellites hastened towards the eentval earriage, the 
guard of honour presented arms. and the hattery on the Beaeon Hill 
tlondcved out n Royal salute. These proceedings first astonished nnd 
then infinitely aniused the somewhat rough occupants of the third- 
class earringes, of whieh the train priucipally eonsisted, and who, 
thinking that after such honoms had heen paid them they were 
entitled to see the “soight,” manifested an inelination to remain on 
the platforin ; hut they were soon disabnsed of any such notion, and 
were politely hut peven:ptorily shown the “ way ont” hy a detachment 
of the A division of the metropolitan police, which was on 
duty in that spot. Presently, but ufter the Royal salute was over, 
the Prince arrived, was hastily greeted hy the Corporation, glided 
rapidly throngh the door to the eourtyard of the station, nnd was 








ariven away to his plaee of destination for the night almost hefore | 


any of the spectators codd catch a glimpse of him or satisfy them- 
gelves hy ocular evidenee that the Princess was really not with him; 


for there had heen rmnoms that her Boral Highness would eome, | 


after all. Suhsequently. the Prince drove through parts of the town, 
and visited several of the prineipal mannfaetories. He was serenaded 
in the evening hy a picked band of singers, and a guard of hononr of 
voluntects kept watch around the house during the night. 

It has been shown that something more than a damp had heen east 
on the prospects of the demonstration hy the news that the Princess 
would be ahsent; hut the damp soon eeased to he metaphorical, 
nnd became intensely real. In fact, about ten o’elock rain set in, 
nnd all throngh the night and until ten o'clock the next niorning 
it poured down in_sueh torrents as may he expeeted in a valley 
Burrounded hy sneh rain-conductors as lofty hills. Under any 
circumstance this would have proved n serious drawhack to the 
festivities of the day; hut, in the present instance, it threatened 
to mar the most special and characteristic feature of the demon- 
stration, and one which is peculiar to Yorkshire and to the North 
of England generally. There is in Halifax a large area open to the 
sky hunt surrounded hy corridors and galleries, which was formerly 
mich and is now a little nsed as an “exchange” for the merehants 
and manufacturers of the town, It is called the “Piecehall;” and 
there it was proposed to assemble no less than 16,000 Sunday-school 
Scholars of the town and distriets adjacent, who, in combination with 
a large number of vocalists and instrinnentalists, were to sing several 
hymns aud the “ Hallelujah Chorus” hefore the Prince. The terrible 
downcome of rain threatened to put a stop to this, as it could hardly 
have been reasonahle to expect that n numher of persons, including n 
large proportion of children of various ages, conld stand heneath such 
a pitiless pelting as they would have had to encounter for more than 
three hours. However, at ten o'clock the rain diminished from its 
wnterspout character into something whieh could he tolerahly well 
resisted hy umbrellas, and the “scholars” duly marched into the 
“ Piecehall” and took np their appointed stations, where, hiding 
veuieiet thee oa in ae eee sense of the term, under 
umbrellas, they sung two or three ins and patiently nwaited 
the arrival of the Prince. The effect of the wweathier elsewhere was 
visihle in the comparatively sparse gathering of people in the streets 

. and in the empty condition of the stands and seats which had bsen 
erected, most notahly in the thrice-privileged balconies nronnd and 
about the Townhall, which were so desolate in appearance that, in 
order to make up a show in them, persons from the streets were 
invited to enter them and ocenpy the melancholy vacancies in the 


geals. Things at this time tcoked sad nnd dreary enoush, it must he 
confessed. In due course, however, the Prince, whose experience of 
wet weather is tolernbly extensive, accompanied hy the preseribed pro- 
cession, made the cirenit set down for him. visited the “ People’s 
Park,” drew up in his caniage in the Piecehall, and, under the influ- 
ence of x shower rather more gentle than heretofore, listened to the 
yocalication of the 16,000 scholers und accepted an acddress from them, 
Thenee his Royal Highness proceeded to examine a ehurch erected 
hy Mr. Akroyd, one of the magnates of the town. which is a bean- 
tiful specimen of Gothie architecture, and afterwards, hy a cir- 
cuitous route, reached the Townhall. By this time the rain had 
eeaced, and although everyone, specially and partieularly, ineluding 
the Prince. was damp and dishevelled, if not wet, things brightened 
np a little. The crowd grew thicker. and the shonts of welcome and 
congratulation were continuous and hearty, and hy the time that the 
alternate point of the ceremonial was attained, the sense of failure 
which had previously prevailed diminished. In the “hall,” strictly 
so called, of the eorporete huilding which was then to he inangn- 
tated, 2nd which is a small hut very tastefid and elegant rooro, the 
élite of the inhahitants of the town and district were assemhled, 
The Frinee, attended by his suite. took his place on a dais, and the 
Mayor and Corporation, the members for the West Riding of Yorkshire 
and Halifax, and other local functionaries, ranged themselves semi- 
eirenlarly before him. The National Anthew and the Danish National’ 
Anthem were sung hy a trained ehoir; the Bishop of Ripon delivered 
n speech and eppraprinte form of prayer; an address was presented 
and replied to hy the Prince: and his Royal Mighness deelared 
founally that the ‘ Hall was opened.” Immediately afterwards the Prinee 
preceeded to a haleony erected over the portico of the huilding and 
there made a similar proclamation to the ontside assemblage ; and 
the eeremony and the festival, whieh will mark an epoch in the history 
of Halifax, and which was to have been the joy aad delight of its 
inhabitants and those of the West Riding, hnt which was marred and 
maimed hy cireumstances over which those who planned and carried 
it into execution had no control, were pvactieally over; for, although 


| the town was illuminated at night, and the Mayor feasted the dis- 





tinguished personages who had assembled on the occasion and were 
not immediately attached to the Prince's suite, yet, with the departure 
of his Royal Highness for London at three o'clock, the main interest 
of the day subsided, 


MANOR HEATH, NEAR HALIFAX, 

At page 125 we engrave a picture of Manor Heath, the residence of 
John Crossley. Esq., Mayor of Halifax, in whieh his Royal Highness 
was the gnest of the chief magistrate during his recent visit to the 
Lovough to preside over the ceremonial of opening the new Townhall. 
The house is situnted shout a mile from Halifax, and stands in a 
handsome and well-arranged domain md _heantifnily laid-ont 
gaidens, It was erected from the designs of Mr. Alfred Smith, 
of the Adelphi, one of the arehitects of the Army and Navy 
Cluh, Pall-mall. Mr, Smith’s designs were chosen hy Mr 
Crossley from competitive drawings, all in the Italian 
atyle, of six selceted arehitects. Eventually, at the request of Mr, 
Crossley, the design was altered to the Gotlic, and in that style the 
mansion was huilt. While the peeuliar features of this style have 
heen pecnrnten preserved, they have heen adapted to house ar- 
ehiteetiwe, and the mansion has nothing ccclesiastieal ahont it, hut 
looks like a comfortahle, while it is a handsome, and indeed an 
elegant, gentleman's residenee. The furniture and decorations of the 
interior are in striet keeping with the arehitectural style; and the 
general effcet is one of solid hnt tasteful magnificenee.

An attempt to 
ahuse the Emperor of the French was promptly put down hy the meeting itself. 


A large number of persons assemhled yesterday week on 
Blackfriors Bridge to witness the driving of the first pile for the construction 
of the cent are wooden hridge acress the Thames, for tho conveyanca of 
feot pessengers duriug the huilding of tho new bridgo. The site chosen for 
the crectiou of the hridge is from tho steps hetwveea the works of the railway 
hriege end Dieekfriars Dridgo on the south side, to the etemn-boat pier on the 
Middlesex side of the river. 


The idea of a new street from Charing-cross to the Thames 
embankment, which was the suhjcet of so much controversy some time ago, 
is not abandoned, Same members of tho Metropolitan Board of Works preposed 
at their meeting yesterday week that plans for tho now strest should be 
prepared, A conyorsation ensued, which ended inthe aloption of » suggestion 
made hy the chairman that the whole subject of tho approaches to the embank- 
inent should he referred to the Embankment Committeo, 


A meeting of gentlemen, for the most part eonnected with 
tho Australian colonies, was held yesterday week, in Willis’a Rooins, to protest 
against the conclusions arrived at in the report of the commlssion on trans- 
portation, whlch recommended the transmission of convicts to Western 
Australis. Sir Charles Nicholeon was in tho chair, and ha, as well as the other 
speakers, strongly objected to the suggestions of tha report, and urged that 
they would lead to great irritatioa, discontent, and dlsaifeetion in the ather 
Australian colonics, Resolutlous embodying theso sentiments were agreed to, 


_Last week the hirths of 1941 ehildren—1007 hoys and 934 
girls—were registred in London, In the ten corresponding weeks of the 
Jcars 1853-62 the average number (corrected) was 1$10,—A high rate of 
mortality prevalled in London last weck. Inthe four weeks that ended July 
25 they were successively 1157, 1287, 1364, 1452. In the week that cuded last 
Satu ay they rose to 1514, The avorago nnmber of deaths in ten correspond. 
ing weeks—viz,, the thirty-first week in cach of the years 1853-62—is, with a 
correction for increase of population, 1284. Scarlatina appears to he inoreasing. 
It was fatal in 87 and 110 cases in the twe prevlous weeks, and last week in 
122. The deaths from dlarrhaa and cholera were 217, and were not quite so 
niunemus as in the previous week.

Tho attendance was 
good. The most important cervice of the day was the official sermon hy the 
ex-preaident (thoRey. Charles Prest), in Carver-street Chapel, at half-past tea, 
There was an overfiowirg congregation, including the President, who 
occupied his official seat on tho platform, and who was supported on hls right 
snd left by several ex-prceidents and other ministers, The sceretory of tha 
Conference (the Rey, Joho Farrar) read the Liturgy, The 27th and 28th vorses 
of the twelfth chapter of tho Epistle to the Hebrews formed the text. Some 
of the evening services in Shefiicld wero very largely attended, especially those 
conduoted hy the Rey, John Rattenbnry, Carver-street; the Rey, Luko 
‘Tyerman, In Drunswick; and the Rey. W. M. Punshon, in Ehanezer, 

On Mondey tho reading of tho obituartes of decess7d ministers was con- 
tinned, the memoirs beiag those of the late Revs. T. F, Tranmer, John Oanael, 
and Robert Bruce, Tho Conference then proceeded with the Inquiry, ** Are 
there any objections to any of our ministers or preachore on trial?” which 
occupied the remalnder of tho session, and was not conelnied whan the 
adjournment took place, Public examinations of candidates for the malnistry, 
preparatory to their orginstion, were conducted in the evening ia the Carver: 
street Chapel hy the president of the Couference ; in Norfolk-street Chpel, hy 
tha ex-president and Dr. Waddy; and in the Wesleyan Chapel, Rothorham, by 
the Revs, John Rattenhury and Francis A. West. 

On Tuesday the Rey. John Bedford read the “recor of previous acts.” 
Severel commlttees were appointed, one of whi:h was directed to oxamine, 
and, if needful, to report upon, eases in which the conditions of tho Olnips! 
Committce had not been complied with in the erzction or enlargemcat 0° 
chapels and schools. Dieclplinary inquiries and proceedings next occupied the 
Conference, After this the candidates for urdination wero e\amincd In 
theology hy Dr. Hannah. It was then uwnanimonsly agreed that the whola 
number (fifty-seven) should be received as ministers in full connez:ion with 
the Conference, Into which the president welcomed them in au a‘fectlonat: 
address, Tho business of the day closed with the inquiry, * What ministers 
retire frem aetiye service and become supernumeraries?” Tho following 
Ministers recelyed tho requested permission :—Revs. Edward Lightwocd 
(for one year}, Jacoh Stonley, William H. Clarkson, Richard Haddy, 
Thoroaa Collina, Aquila Barber, William Henley, John Osborn, G orge B, 
Macdonald, Gcorga Jackson, Alfred J. French, B.A. (one year), Samuel 
Broadbent, Ocorgo Ranyeli, Abel Dernaley, John A, Fanil, Isaac Keoting, 
James Catton, Charles Hawthorn, Williero D, Goy, Robert Lyon, Thomas 
Denham, John W. Cotton, Samuel Broadhent, and Matthew Oranewick (for 
ona year). It was agreed that a apecial letter should he addressed to the Rav. 
Isaac Keeling (an ex-president), expressing the high esteero In which the Con- 
fererce held his character and services during tha fifty-two years of his 
ministry. It was aleo agreed that a kindly letter should be sent to each of the 
ministers now becoming supernumernries, and not present at tho Conference.

Tha 
Queen's womanly sympathy for the suferer, and her indiguant horror 
at the heartleasness of the andience, who remained dancing, drinking, 
nnd singing in the park for honrs after the aceident, are most foreibly 
expressed, The Mayor has repbed to the Royal missive as Mayors 
are wont to do—namely, in acquiescent generalities, Mr. Charles 
Sturge pico that he is very sorry, that tbe performance of “Tha 
Female Blondin” took place withont his knowledge; and, in con- 
clusion, he gives vent to a hope that the Leyislatuve will, ere long, 
nt once and for cver put a stop to these degrading, dangerous, and 
deinoialising exhibitions, 7 

It isa very old saying that people are not to he made virtuous by 
Act of Parliament. By a parity of reasoning. it may gravely be 
douhted whether any legislative measure would definitively abrogate 
exbihitions of foolhardiness for gain. We will assume the Govern- 
ment, coerced hy an unanimous feeling of disgust and terror, to hring 
in a bill prohibiting dancing, running, or voulting on the high rope, 
tight or slack, Nay, for additional security, we will throw the low 
rope in, The hill passes (we still assume) hoth Houses; and hecomes 
law. Well; what next, and next? ‘To-morrow there may artive 
from Amcrico n wonderful mountebank who, head downwards, walks 
on the cefling of a theatre, as Sands actually did. He succeeds. 
Crowds of imitators start np to emulate him; one, two, three of them 
ave killed, Straight ! an Act of Parliament to pnt down walking on the 
cciling—and the Chinese conjurors, who tbrow knives at each other— 
and the acrobats in the street, who, poised ou the verche, look in at 
our second-floor windows—and tbe professors of the flying traptze— 
and the artists of the velo del campanile and the Venettan pyramid— 
‘and the Bedouin Arabs, who take douhle somersaults over groves of 
fixed hayonets. But our continued enumeration may awaken im- 
patience. Why not pass onc sweeping Act of Parliament to forhid 
each and every feat of strength and agility perilous to life and limh, 
and thus at once he rid of the race of mountebanks, posture-masters. 
aud acrobats? Simply for tbis reasou: we should also have to put 
down steeplechasing and ballooning; and even then we should never he 
free from the intvoduetion of new inventions, not to be carried out 
without personal risk, but the possibility of whieh wns not foreseen by 
the framers of the Act, ‘Tbe days of those who are to fiy in the air or 
walk on the water may be yet to come; but if we erish them hy 
nnticipation we put mannacles on art, and gyves on science. 

There are two plain and palpable remedies, however, for the evils of 
which the public so justly complain, After the Royal reproof, it will he 
searecly probable, we should think, for nmmy managers of public gardens 
to have tha bad taste to permit women to appear on the tight rope, 
or for any sneh gardens to be Gcensed hy the magistrates withont 
a distinct stipniation witb the conductors that no “dangerous” or 
4 demoralising ” exhihitions are to take place. Another remedy is to 
confide diseretionary powers to the poliee, and to allow them 
to decide on the comparative danger ov safety of gynmastic feats. 
This plan is pnrsued all over the Continent, from Copenhagen 
to Constantinople, and works yery well; hnt in the present temper of 
tlic British puhle, a proposition to curtail the powers of the police, 
instead of increasing them, would find the greater favonr, 

lt is curiously worthy of remark, that white this tight-rope 
question was under discussion, a man-o’-war's man helonging to 
the Channel fleet, at Edinburgh, should bave successfully per- 
formed a feat more reckless and adventurous than any attempted 
hy the Leotards and Blondins, This mau climbed to the topmost 
yimnacle of the Scott monument, and, without any stay or support, 
threw out his legs, waved bis hat, gave three cheers, and descended 
in safety, A comrade, as adventurons, was about to follow his 


cxample, when he was prevented hy the keeper of the monument. ’ 


All this was seen hy half-admiving, half-borrorstricken crowds in 
Princes-street, below. T’ora sailor to stand on the maintrnck of a 
three-decker at a naval review, or when yards are manned, is hy no 
means an uncommon occurrence; but this should be likewise among 
the things put down hy law, if Parliament take action in the matter. 

The Shakspeare Committee, which has now grown to goodly pro- 
portions, and is steadily receiving accessions of vice-presidents and 
inembers, beld a meeting on Monday last at the Frencb Gallery, 
whicb bas heen generously placed at its disposal hy Mr. Gamhart. 
Sir Richard Macdonald was in the chair, and the honorary secretavies, 
Messrs. Hepworth Dixon, Sterling Coyne, and J. O. Halliwell, weve 
preset Among numerous other “representative” men, Mr, Holman 

nut, Mr, George Dawson, A.M., aud M. Louis Gallait, the dis- 
tingnished Belgian painter, were elected members; and three 
gentlemen—Meesrs, Furnival, Colley Grattan, and E. Dicey—appoiuted, 
as qualified hy their intimate relations with emiuent literary men and 
adwivers of Shakspeare in Americo, to endeavour to enlist Traus- 
atlautie sympathies for the objects of the memorial and celebration 
committee, The time for both is rapidly drawing ou, and, with the 
long vacation immineut, it is essential that the puhbe sbould he as soon 
ns possible made acquainted with the general scheme decided upon hy 
the committee, The form whicb the monument is eventually to take, 
aud where it is to stand, must he considered at present as pure matters 
of speculation, and of even secondary importance. The first and 
most pressing need is to make the public fully aware that the 
organisation of the committee is complete, that the executive are in 
full working order, that trustees and treasurers bave been appointed, 
and that Messrs, Contts have undertaken to receive subscriptions. 
When the money hegins to flow in, and a round sum has been 
secured, it will be time enongh to discuss plans for the memorial, 

Sir Richard Macdonald and Sir Charles Nicholson have undertaken 
to “work” the colonies; Messrs. Furnival, Grattan, and Dicey will, 
doubtless, do their very hest with America; and we are bold 
enough to think that were our Transatlantic hvethren at war 
with us (which Heavea forfend !), there would he found bundreds 
of Americans generons enongh to subseribe to the Shakspeare fund. 
Furtbermore, jt hehoves all infinential Englishmen who are hent. during 
the appronching “fall,” on Continental travel to indoctrinate all 
ewinent foreigners with whom tbey may happen to he acquainted 
with the scope and purpose of the Shakspeare Committee. 

Touching Continental travel, we ave reminded of a certaiu pam- 
phiet, written under the nom de plume of “ Viator Verax,” whicb is 
now in ite third edition, and has created a decided “ sensetion,”” 
“ Viator Verax " bas travelled. it would seem. from Dau to Beersheba, 
and has found ail barren. He, or she, discourses very pleasantly, and, 
in the main, sensibly on the diseomforts of foreign travel, and on the 
extortion and uneleanliness prevalent in some foreign hoiels, But 
“ Viator Verax” has likewise disentombed from an old file of the 
Tones a wonderful mare’s-nest, which we feel hound to pick to pieces, 
We allude to the “ nasty uice” suggestion that at many of tbe best 
hotels in Enrope it is a common custom to hore “ Judas boles” or 
“spy places” in the bedroom doors, to enable prurient foreigners to 
scrntit English ladies who are practising the mysteries of the 

ete 

As an old traveller, who for twenty years has heen wandering up 
and down every corner of Europe, we do entreat the ladies of Great 
Britain to “get this nonsense out of their heads.” It is a stupid, 
wicked calumny, So far from “Judas holes” heing drilled through doors, 
we have found, scores of times in hotels abroad, that when bedrooms 
coramnnicated one with the other—for many families prefer rooms en 
suite—the keyholes had been scrupulously plugged np to ensure privacy. 
Moveover, may we hint that foreigners arriving at the hostelries of 
their own countries are just as liahle to he fatigued and justas anxious 
to get to rest as British tourists, and tbat they bave something better 
to do at a than to enact the part of Peeping Tom” while Lady 
Godiva, is disrohiug herself ? 

The only instance of a “Judas hole" ahroad that ever came under 
our notice was, six weeks’ since, in the post-carriage that took us over 
tbe Brenner Pass from Innspruck to Botzen, in the Tyrol, a distance 
of eighty miles, We travelled hy right ; aud our sole companion, ina 
narrow. conpé, was a very young and pretty lady, a total stranger to 
us, Althongh our travelling name bappens to he Scipio Africanus, we 
were nervons, The lady felt no such qualms, She seemed to divine 
our uneasiness, and pointed significantly to a little glazed orifiee in the 
coupé through whieh the conducteur, who sat in the cabriolet above, 

and who had a lamp, eould see from time to time all that was going 
on in our padded cell, Now this was a “Judas hole” of which we 


| conscientiously approved. It was a check on the rade nr nngallant 
traveller, and if it werecarried out in English radway trains we should 
bear of fewer scandalous outrages on ladies. 

In every hashel of falsehood, however, there may he a grain of 
tmith ; nnd we apprehend tbat the “ Judas hole” delnsion, propagated 
hy “Viator Verax,” is hased on the following very simple circum- 
stance :—The great Continental hotels, which have frequently heen 
palaces or mansions of the nobility, are intersected hy numerous and 
dark corridors, tbe only means of giving n little bght to which is hy 
placing here and there a glnzed fanlight high up in the wall ahove a 
bedroom door, But, he it observed, chambermaids ave continually 
passing to and fro these corridors at all hours of the day and night, 
and should any English lady really suffer from the npprehension that 
some impertinent foreigner is standing on tiptoe on a stool outside her 
door in order to pry into her room, nothing would be easier than for 
her to mount on a couple of chairs or a chest of drawers and pm a 
shawl over the much-dreaded fanlight, which in hotels of recant 
construction does not exist at all. 

Those who nre desirous of forming a definite idea of Oriental 
magnificence in its most ornate and elahorate form woidd do well to 
visit the great porcelain and crystal showrooms of Mr. Henry Greene, 
in King William-street and Cannon-street, whare for some days past 
has been suhmitted to private view a sumptuous suite of chandeliers 
manufactured for his Highness the Nizam, and destined for tbe palace 
of that mysterious potentate at Hyderahad, The chandebers ara of 
colossal dimensions, eight in number, tinted in the most gorgeons 
hues, and will cost something lika a thousand pounds apiece, Oal 
imagine a nanteh of hayadeéres in the Nizany's great saloon, hundreds 
of wax-lights hlazing in the chandebers, whieh will he again reflzctet 
in numbers of pier-glasses! And not one Englishman in a million 
has ever seen the Nizam, or knows what kind of a palace ha has at 
Hyderahad !

CATTLE sHows have come so thick of late that it is almost impossible 
to chronicle them. At Boston, where £566 was taken in shillings at 
the gate, Lady Pigot’s trio all took firsts. The Messrs. Dudding did 
well with their bulls, aud Mr. Torr was first in the yearling hull 
elass with his Grand Royal, hy Booth Et dam hy Baron Warlahy. 
Augur won the blood-sire prize, and Mr. Pishey Snaith’s seven weeks’ 
chestnut foal hy Father of the Turf heat a field of some thirty hunting 
foals. At Bridlington Messrs. Borton, Stamper, and Lovell were fore- 
most with their sbeep, and Barher and J. R. Singleton with their 
shorthorns. Mz. Booth had two firsts at Redear with Queen of the 
Vale, looking very much out of sorts, and his heifer Graceful; and 
both here and at Hexham Mr. Wiley took his prescriptive prize for 
gimmers. Mr, Booth’s lot were very strong at Hexham, hut an 
ohjectiou was lodged against them on the ground that their entries 
had never heen received. The committee, however, overruled it on 
receiving mn assurauce that they had heen sent, and Qneen of 
the Ocean beat Soldier's Bride in the cow class; while Queen of 
the May 2nd and Prince of Battersea took firsts as well, The 
precedent is not one tbat ought to be followed, as, in default of 
the missing letter tuning up from the Dead Letter Office, which it had 
not done at that date, these were virtually post entries. We learn hy 
telegram that the fowr first bull prizes at the Yorkshire show have 
heen won hy General Murat, Butterfly i1th, Master Goldschmidt 
(Gell’s), and Prince of Battersea; and four out of the female prizes hy 
Queen of the Ocean, Rosedale, Frederick's Farewell, and Bntterfly’s 
Pageaut. Mr. Wainman bad threc firsts for pigs. 

Although the entries were AK no means equal to Perth, except ia 
pigs aud implements, tbe Highland Society has had a very good show 
at Kelse this week. The arvay of shorthorns was short, owiag to the 
clashing with the Yorkshire, hnt the Royal prize bull Duke of Tyne 
was obliged to be content with third honours to Mr, Stirbug’s Forth 
(second for the gold medal at Battersea last yon and Mr, 
Benning's Van Troup. Mr, Douglas's very neat little Next of 
Kin was second in tha yearling hull class to Messrs, Mitehell’s 
Conqneror, a very wealthy hull nearly nine months older, In the cow 
class, the Pride of Southwicke just maintained her Royal honours, 
althongh very hard run hy the elegant Queen of Athelstane, whose 
half-sister, Pride of Athelstane, was second to another Royal winner, 
the Duke of Montrose’s Flower Girl. Rosedale did not come, Mr, 
Balfour's very trie made heey Vena heatied the yearling heifers, and 
Mr. Barclay gained his first Highland Society prize, a third, with one 
of nheifer triplet. The Battersea decisions nmong the poll Angus 
aod Galloways weve in some instances reversed, ‘‘ Prospero” ouly 
being commended to begin with, im an excellent class of aged hulls, 
whieli was won hy Mr. Walker's “ Fox Maule.” The polled Galloway 
cow eélass was a very fine one. The Duke of Athol resigned his 
Ayrshire honours to the Duke of Hamitton, but came out strong in 
the Highland classes, winning four firsts and one second witli his five. 
The Clydesdales, although there was no Sir Walter Scott among them, 
made up a very grand array. The Duke of Hamilton, whose noble 
father grudged no price for prize winners, was most successful (although 
be only exhihited out of deference to the wishes of Mr, Maxwell, who 
felt how much the sbow would suffer in the ahsence of the late Dnke’s 
entries), and so was Mr. Stirling, of Kerr, who did not hring any of 
the grand quintet of mares which he had at Battersea. The hlood 
horses, which were judged for the £50 prize hy Captain Percy 
Williams; Mr, Thompson, master of the Fife Hounds, and Mr, Hunt, 
were a poor lot, and heaten easily hy the nineteen-year-old Adsculapius, 
the property of Mr. Wemyss, M.P. Old Era, set. 23, and full of life 
and riot, was the reserve; and Storm, Hotspur, Ebony, and eight 
others were in the rnek. 

The Leicester shearling ewes and gimmers were rare specimens of 
hardy horderers, and the latter have seldom heen finer. Mr, Brydon 
was supreme with his Cheviots, and took the four firstsand two 
seconds ; Mr. Elliot, of Hindhope, coming in for a second and three 
thirds ; and Mr, Paterson, of Terrona for a second with a very game 
pen of gimmers of Brydon hlood, Mr. Murray, of Pencuiek, let 
in the hlack-faced classes, and My. Beale Browne, with his Cotswolds, 
in “the other long-wools.” Shrops made their first appearance, hut 
were very weak in numbers, and the ewes too had fora prize; and 
the Southdowns cut no great figure to an eye fresh from “ Worcester 
and Walsmgham.” The pig show was good, and the competition far 
stronger than at Perth. Several of Mr. Wainman’s Worcester 
eracks came, and won nine prizes in six classes. Tbe Japlanent part 
of the sbow was very good, and Messrs. Howard, of Bedford, en- 
ivened the afternoons of Wednesday and Thursday hy a display of 
their bar ae of whieb three or four have already heen sold 
into Scotland. It was tried on a light clover ley, rather full of stones, 
byt the herhage was so thick that it was not possible to get a very 
iice tilth, The people did not seem to core for the eultivators, hut 
the ploughing was a great success, and we have seldom seen an 
audience take more interest or express more pleasure. The great 
banquet was held ou pvesiag: night—the Duke of Argyll in the ehair. 
His Grace spoke forcilily and at great length, and the subject of over-

Zuyder Zee (whose celebrated dam Barbelle was put away 
last. oe) is to be sold for 1000 guineas, the same price as was put 
hy Mi, Stirling Crawfurd upon Mayonnaise. 

The accounts from the moors, both English and Seottish, are most 
favourahle. In all the West Higbland forests, also, tha deer have 
thriven remarkably well, and so many antlers have seldom beea seeu 
at this season. 

The hunter shows have heen in great force during the past week. 
At Boston Mr, Booth's Beechwood again won the first prize in his 
class, and twenty-two were shown for the Cbaplin prize, Sir G. 
Striekland’s three and two year olds won botb at Bridlington and 
Driffield, No less than fifty-two were entered in one class at the 
latter place, nnd hence the numbers at the Cleveland show, which 
was fixed for the same day, were considerahly reduced, Beechwood 
was saved for the Yorkshire, aud little 'Topsy, the steeplechase mare, 
took the second prize to Mr. Batty’s Lady Marcian in the hunting- 
mare class, and gave a high specimen of her jumping powers. 

Yhe Hurworth and the Vale of White Horse did not send their 
entries; hut eleven other kennels, English aud Scottisb, made up a 
wonderful show. Earl Wemyss, who won the ehallenge cup for the 
best three conple at Guisborongh last year, had not concentrated his 
strength into one lot, and hence bis Lordship was beaten by Mr. 
Thompson’s heantiful three couple of “ Fife ladies." The Caeshire, 
all of which were one-season hunters, would have heen third if there 
had been another prize ; and if the other two conples had heeu as good 
as Lightning and Larkspur there would have heen nothing to beat 
them. The first aad for puppies was won hy Lord Middleton, Norah 
just halageng  poiuts against her companion Prior; and Lord 
Yarborough, Earl Wemyss, and he Cottesmora came next, The 
silver cream-jug for the hest dam not less than a four-season bunter, 
went to Lord Yarhorough's Charity, after a very close struggle with 
Lord Middleton's Modish ; and the hound sire prize was given to the 
same kennel for Gamhler, tbe old dog who won at Pontefract three 
years ago, the Cottesmore getting second place. Nearly all the prizes 
were given in plate, and the whips and hnatsmen, ahont fifteen 
in number, were pbotographed in a half cirele, with Mr, Tom 
Parrington as their centre, when the judging was over. Sir Watkin 
Wynne, Major Fleteher, Mr, Milbanke, and Captain Williams were 
the hound judges, and the latter gentleman and Colonel Cotton judged 
the hunters, The dinner in the middle of the day, between the fox- 
hound and hnnter part of the entertainment, was given up, and the 
old system was introduced again, much to the detriment of the 
niternoon, The show will he held at Middleshoro’ next year, and, as 
still larger hound prizes will be offered. and Salthurn on the Sea has

1822 be was olected moimber for Higham Ferrers and resumed his position in 
tie House of Commons, He about this time also wroto several poiltical 
pamphlets of unquestionablo sbility, At the general election of 1825 he waa 
choun M,P. for Afalton, ond supported Mr. Canning’s Administration with 
eninest end masterly cloquence. He, on the 7th of April, 183i, euscesded his 
fether es second Far) of Muigrayo, and in tho summer of the following 
year lio was appointed Captain-General and Governor of Jameica, and 
his administration there, which Insted two years, was most successfnl, fn 
18°A he accejited the office of Lord Privy Seal, with a seat in the Cahinet; and 
iu 1835 he was made Lord Licntenant of freland, and he was most popular 
there, end held his Court in Duhiin with great briliianoy and spirit during the 
fonr years of his piesorsity, He was, on the 25th of June, 1838, ereated 
Marqiuieof Normanby. In 1839 ho was for a short time Secretary of State for 
tho Coionies, end from the August of that year to Septemhor, 1841, he admi- 
nistered Lie Ilome Department. In August, 1846, he was appointed Ambas- 
endor at Paris, where he remnined till February, 1852, Hig iast public employ- 
ment was thot of Envoy Extraordinary and Min{ster Plenipotentiary at 
Florence, which he held from December, 1854, to March, 1853, The Marqals 
Wee a politicion and statesman of considerabic powor; ie was an eloqnent 
eypesker, 1.0 a men of exquisite address and of manners mest fascinating, 
With these gualities he combined great aptitude for and industry in 
<Mciol business. His career in connection with the Whig party 
wos the minin and the bright period of hie fe, and that which 
wili meke him be fovourahly remembered. Latterly, owing, uo doubt, 
to ill health and declining years, his sentimento varied, and his mind 
rcemed to loze ite former eqnanimity, He, with oxeltoble bitterness, oom- 
pinined of tie policy adepted by Government in tie affairs of Itoly, and 
expressed continnelly and eagerly his sympathy for the fallen ftalian dynastic3, 
He eppeored te have quite forsaken his former political frionds, and gereraliy 
voted with the Opposition, He was, however, gentiy and considerately treated 
by his antagonists, Lord Normanby, besides his political writings, was the 
antior of several works of merit, both in prase and verse; among others, his 
novels" Yes and No” and " Matilda” had qnitoa mn when pablished. His 
Lordship was, in 1852, mado a Privy Councilior and a G.C.H., in 1817 a 
@.0.B. (Civil), and in 1851n K.G, The Marquis died on the 28th ult. at his 
town hone, flamilton-lodgo, Kensington-gore, He had married, Aug. 12,1518, 
the Hon, Maria Liddell, eldest daughter of Thomas Henry, first Lord 
Rayveutwerth, by whem, who survives him, he leaves an eniy ohild, his 
successor, George Augustus Constantine, now secoud Marquis of Normauby, 
Who was born on the 73rd of July, 1819, and who, as Eari of Mulgrave, was 
M.P, for Scarborough during several Parliaments. He was in carly life in the 
€cots Frsilicr Guards, and subsequently in the North York Militia, and was 
‘Trensurer of the Quecn’s Honscheld from January, 1853, to February, 1853; 
and in the Jannary of that year he was appoimted Lieutenant-Governor of 
Wovn Scotia, whencohe has recentiy returned, His Lordship married, Aug. 17, 
1844, Laura, daughter of the late Robert Russell, Esq., and niece of Elizabeth, 
late Duchess Dowager of Cieveleud, aud has a youthful family of eons and 
daughters, Chis house of Phipps, Earls of Muigravo aud Marquises of 
Noimanivy, is of Lincoinshira origin, and was of Cayalicr distinction in the 
time of Charles 1. Six William Phipps, the inventor of the diving-ball, was of 
the femiiy; ond his cousin, Sir Constantine Phipps, Lord Ohancellor of 
Irclond in 1710, was the immediate ancestor of the Marqnts just dead, and of

TESTIMONIAL TO MR, A, 8, WALNE, 


Tuc British residents at Cairo have just presented a handsome service 
of plate to Mr. Alfred Septimus Walne, for the eminent services 
rendered by him in the discharge of the offices of her = saa hg 
Consul at Cairo, Agent at Cairo of the Home Government of India, 
her lsieaiys Cominissioner for the Affairs of Guddah, and Acting 
Agent and Consul-General in Egypt; and in remembrance also of 
his private worth, 

The committee appointed to carry out the ohject of the subscribers, 
acting in concert with Mr. Walne, commissioned Messrs. Smith and 
Nicholson, of Duke-strcet, Lincoln's-inn-fields, to prepare a service of 
plate, of the value of £500. This commission has been executed 
to the cntire satisfaction of Mr. Walne and of the committee. 
The plate consists of a centre candelahrum, carrying seven 
lights; two vases, for ice or flowers; foi dishes for fruits, with 
twelve ornamented dessert spoons; sngar-hasket, four saltcellars, and 
asalver; and, in addition, an inkstand and two candlesticks. The 
centre piece is formed with a ground supported on three Andro- 
Sphinxes, and bearing two date-trees and a vine, symhols of Egypt's 
ahundance, ‘The vine-stem separates above into hranches for the 
lights, On one side of the date-trees and vine is a model, executed, with 
the aid of My, Bonomi, from Burton's “ Excerpta Hieroglyphica,” of the 
obelisk which stands, within view from Cairo, on the site of the city 
of On—the same which was heheld by Herodotns, On the other side 
is a postal cromedary, equipped; and in front the well-known figure, 
modclied from a photograph from life, of its rider, the janissary 
Ibrahim Agha, for twenty-two years attached to the Consulate, and 
the chief attendant of the British, mails on the Nile and through the 
desert, The whole gronp is in good contrast and highly effective. 
The height, in all, of the piece, from the sphinxes to the light sockets, 
is thirty-one inches. The vases are eleven inches high, of Etruscan 
form, gilt, relieved with raised leaves of the date palm and hanana, 
in dead silver, springing from their foot. The dishes represent a 
graceful cluster of vine-leaves, and the howls and stems of the spoons 
are wrought with raised flowers, The sugar-hasket is of open-work, 
with an edging of flowers ; and the salicellars are pecten shells, on 
scroll feet, The inkstand is an Etruscan vase, supported hy two 
Andro-Sphinxes, mounted on a plinth of ebony edged with silver 
worked into lotus-leaves, The candlesticks are 12in, high, of the 
Etruscan model. 

The following isa copy of the full inscription on the salver :— 
“To Alfred Septimus Wohlne, Esq., on the occasion of his resigning 
the office of H.M. Consul at Cairo, in testimony of the judgment, 
ahility, and integrity with which, as Consul, and as H.M. Acting 
Agent and Consil-General in Egypt, he promoted the well-heing of 
the British commmnity, supported the rights and interests of his 
country, and at ail times, during an important and successful career, 
fulfilled the duties and powers intrusted to him hy the Sovereign ; 
and in acknowledgment that to his exertions were greatly due 
the railway constrncted in 1851 hy his Inte Highness Ahhas 
Pacha between Alexandria and Cairo; the increased public 
Seciity resulting from the snpreme criminal jurisdiction confirmed 
to his late Highness by the Sultan in 1852; also in recognition of

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ANNIVERSARY OF KING LEOPOLD'S ACCESSION TO 
THE THRONE OF BELGIUM. 
{From @ Correspondent.) 
Tnx aunnal celebration of King Leopold's accession to the throne of 


Belgium was rendered douhly interesting this year hy the presence of | 


rhe vencrable King himself, This fact, comhined with the glorions 
weather and the accident that Brussels was celebrating its * kermesse” 
and St. Gudrde, its most solemn festival, at the time, gnve extra- 
ordinary éelat and animation to a commemoration always loyally and 
joyfully observed. EE Englich traveller knows Brussels and 
Mt. G@udole, Tt may be casily imagined, therefore, how beantifid cach 
looked under the combined influences of loyalty and religion. The 
chireh displayed its most costly ornaments on the occasion; and 
the pave, aisles, aud sauctuary were decorated with orange- 
trees, caudclahra, flags, banners of the richest tissues, and 
tapestries equal to the fincat paintings. Towards noon all the 
‘Amhassudors and high Conrt and civie functionaries assem led in 
compaet and gorgeous masses ou cach aide of the sauctnary, nad with 
the dense mass of well-dressed and perfectly good-humonred people, 
chiefly from the conntry, awnited the arrival of the man whom 
all Europe in general, and Belgium in perce on this day 
delights to honour. Punetnally av twelve the state carriages, Con- 
taining the King and Royal famdy, arrived at the grand entrance to 
the cathedral. ‘They were received in solemn procession hy the Curé 
Doyen and all the dignitaries of the ehureh, and conducted hy them, 
amidst the sound of fantares, swaying of incense, pealing of hells, 
the distant ebecrs of the nidtitude ontside nnd the profound reverence 
znd respect of those within, to the throne and respective positions 
allotted to them. After a slight panse the “Te Deum” commenced. 
Magnifieent as it was, and as magnificently executed, muisie at such a 
tine is Int of secondary importance. Alleyes were centred on the three 
rincipal figures—the diguntied and still hale old King, the charmiug 
Duchesa, and the Duke of Brabant. whom the Belgians have hut recently 
welcomed hack to their capital, his delicate health compelling him to 
spend the winter months iu more sonthern latitudes, At the con- 
einsion of tho vocal thauksgiving, prayers were intoned and hene- 
dictions solemnly invoked npon the King and Royal family hy the 
Dean aud officiating priests. ‘The procecdings then terminated as 
they bad begun, and the King was londly cheered by the masses of 
the people, who thronged the streots through which he had to pass on 
his 1eturn to Lacken; and these tokens of a people’s love he acknow- 
ledped with evident emotion, The Duchess, who sat on his right 
ham, and looked radiant, o5 usual, smiled her coueurrence in the 
loynity that for once made her an object of secondary importauce. 

Tt may be interesting to English travellers to know that heneath 
the brass lion to the left of the Sketch lic the yemains of John UL, 
Duke of Brabant, and of Margaret of York, his wife—cirea 1312; 
and in the staincd windows ahove the high altar are represented,

ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE RIOTS IN NEW YORK, 


THE ATTACK ON THE TRIBUNT BULLOING, 

Chose upon dusk a crowd, small in nunibers, had gathered hefore 
the Tribune oflice. A few groans, a few cheers, and some “Hi hi's !” 
left one at a distance in donht of what wus going ou or intended ; hut 
a closer acquaintance with the feeling of the crowd showed 
clearly enough that a very rough demonstration was in contemplatioa 
uigainst the said offiee. A gra ual ehullition of hostility, first among 
2 parcel of hoys in front, and Padoally extendiug to the rongher and 
more determined spirits hehind them, broke out into a. vegular attack. 
‘A erash of glass wus heard, at the sound of which numbers of 
lovkev'son immediately stampeded, as if the neighhouvhood had 
decoine alrendy too hot for them. But crash followed upon crash, 
doors were rent open, and all the sonnds of 1 speedy demolition of 
counters and frrnitnre inside told that an entranee had heeu effected, 
and that the work of destruction mmder many haads was going on. 

Yo the first body of the more active participators in the stone- 
tluowing and window-hreaking operations, weve added, with the rush 
of a hurricaue, an immense hody from the direction of Chatham- 
street, who joined in immediately, aud the work of destruction inside 
the building was evidently enlmmating to what appeared must he the 
final result of the continned attaek—the complete destruction of the 
Tribune buildings, — The first stone was thrown at a qnarter to eight 
o'clock, Ina very few moments the lower portion of the hndding 
was taken possession of. In almost as few moments the police 
appened, walking np leisurely throngh Nassau-street ; following 
them pretty closely, and as Icisurely, eame o second body of ahout 
equal numbers, hoth munbering not more than abont 150 men, They 
bulted hetween Beckiuan and Spruce streets; there hoth joined and 
formed ju column at the magic signal of the “ baton on the flags.” ‘The 
contents of the lower part of the huilding were theu flying through 
broken windowsand gaping doors, hundveds ofready hands aiding in the 
werk of destruction. ‘This halt of the police had a purposc. 
very brief time elapsed from the forming of the column in Nassan- 
strect when an answering signal on the flags was heard coming from 
rome distance in frout. ‘I'he same momcut the whole hody of police 
in Nassauestreet mshed forward in a charge, haton in hand, some of 
the forward men raising the ohcering ery of “ Hi, hi!” which was as 
cheeringly answered hy numbers of people on the side walks and door- 
fronts, uid hy clapping of hands as they rushed past. ‘Two hodies of 
police on the same instant charged from two other points convergiug 
on the very centre of the crowd, through whom they dashe:l, seattering 
them like chaff hefore the wind. Down they fell by dozeus in the 
street, the fellows who had got into the office of the Zribune tumbling 
over each other like Merry Andrews as they hurried to escape from 
the scene of their own depredations, often stricken down os they rose 
by the touches of the incvitahle haton-Nemesis, which mercilessly 
descended npon them, Iustantaneously the streets were cleared. 





A NEGRO HANGEO, 


Intense excitemeut prevailed on the west side of the town. News had 
reached the marie up town that their fellow- citizens were in open resist- 
ance to the dranght, ‘Ihe feeling was, as in all other sections, very 
severe against the negroes, and several were hadly heaten, At last, 
towardsnight, oncnegro got into difficulty witha whiteman ; loud words 
followed, and tho crowd set npon the black man. Tle retreated 
a Hittle way, and fnally drew a pistol and discharged its conteuts into 
the crowd, The ball took effect in the hveast of ouc of the assailants, 
who fell forward as if killed. ‘The negro, terrified at the act, took to 
his legs and ran with all possihle speed towards Hndson-street, the 
nihiay having taken place in Corelin-strect, where he lived. When 
near Hndson-strect he was overtaken and severely beaten, He was 
then stripped of all his clothes except the shirt, and a rope was 
Jondly demanded, One was procured from a stove near hy—a stout 
elothes-line—and it was attached to the negro’s neck, The other end 
was then slnng over a tree, and he was drawn np several fect. Some 
of them then set his shirt on fire, and the sight presented was a 
frightful one, ‘Che body remained hanging. smrounded hy n dense 
ciowd of people, who shonted and yelled, pursuing every negro who 
made his appearance. At last orders were given to have the hody cut 
down; and this was done, a large force being detailed for the purpose. 


THE RIOTENS CUTTING THE TELEGRAPH WIRES, AND SCTTING THE 
PROYOST MARSHAL’S HOUSE ON FIRE, 


The rioters, having arranged their plans, began to move down town 
hy way of Fifth and Sixth avenues, until they reached the vicinity of 
¥ory-sixth and Forty-seventh streets, along which they proceeded in 
an easterly direction, When they mrived at Fouth-navenne, along 
which the New Haven and Harlem railroad tracks ru, it was sug- 
gested that the authorities might telegraph to Alhany for troops, 
Scarcely were the words uttered wheu the axes were laid at the foot 
of the ‘telegraph poles, and down they came with a terrific hang. 
That pert of the wires that codd not be thus destroyed was divided 
hy means of men climhing the poles, throwing slings, stones, &c., 
until the wires werc severed and rendered completely useless. Another 
hraneh wire, leading from the railroad to Third-nveuue, and that along 
Third-avenne, were simdarly danaged, and then the erowd ngain moved 
on to the Provost Marshal's office, ‘This office was sitnated on the 
sorth-east corner of Third-avenueand Forty-sixth-street. Assoonas tlie 
ycople had reached this position they began to flank the huilding on the

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ayenne, and on that part of Forty-sixtb-street which leads to Second- 
avenue. When they had taken a position to enit themselves the sigmal 
yas made to commenee the attack. Thissi,mal was given hy the throw- 
ing of a large stone throngh one of the panes of glass, and as soon 23 
this was done a rush was made for the entrances nad windows. 

After a very short interval, and before any of the persous in the 
upper part of the prenzises had had time to remove their furniture, the 
flames hurst ont of that part of the huilding where the offices were 
held (on the ground floor). and soon were master of the entire edifice, 
which was fonr stories in height. A current of wind blew the flames 
across Forty-sixth-street, and soon number of frame workshops and 
stables were ablaze, The firemen began rapidly to arrive at the scene 
of the destruction, and made a few vain efforts to plant their apparatns 
for the extinction of the fire. The crowd, however, refused to let 
them work, asserting, in positive terms, that they shonld not extinguish 
the flamesnntd the intended work of destruction had heen accomplished. | 








THE ASYLUM OF THE MERCHANT SSAMEN’S 
ORPHANS, SNARESBROOK, ESSAX, 


Tim Asylum of the Merchant Seamen’s Orphans is an institntion 
founded for the support and cdneation of the ehildren of deceased 
and shipwrecked mariners, for whom an Se hea and chapel have 
recently heen crected at Snaresbrook, from the lesigns of Mr. G. Somers 
Clarke, The huilding, of which we give a general View, is at present 
construeted to accommodate 130 boys and 7) girls, and will be 
capable of further enlargement, to hola 400 chddren, when the 
fimds of the charity are sufficient to warrant the erection of 
an eastern wing for boys, a dining-ball, and Head Master's 
residence, withont which some of the arrangements of the plan 
ave ouly temporary, aud therefore neeessarily incomplete, The 
asylum, in the style of the civil hnildings of North Italy, is hudt 
externally of red hricks, made from materials on the gronnd, the 
fronts being relieved by hlack Ewell lacing courses, and the window 
heads and other arches thronghont are also in alternnte hlack Ewell 
entters and red cutters, The general stonework is from the con- 
traetors’ quarries at Ancaster, except the upper portion of the tower, 
in Combe Down. The external walls of courts, and the internal 
walls of corridors, schoolrooms, dormitories, kitchen offices, &e., are 
faecd with pale stocks made on the ground, The south front of the 
building is appropriated to the hoys, and the west to the girls. 
On the basement of the sonth front, whieh is only 5ft. helow the 
general level, is 2 covered playroom, 81ft. by 24it., opening 
into the playground. Layatories,, &e., and a hoot and shoe room 


axe provided adjacent. and to which easy aecess is ohtained hy a 
corridor 8 ft. wide communicating hy a staircase with the ground 
floor of this portion of the edifice, Under the kitehen offiees, 
forming the north front, is a range of cellars and store-rooms, 
with distinct stalreases from the girls’ wing, The washhouse and 
engine-house are also on this floor, and have a separate stairease, 
hy which communuieation is maintained with the kitehen corridor. 
‘The ground floor has two main entrances ; the principal one in the 
tower, and the another in the girls’ wing. The former has a yich and 
elegant porch, over the doorway of which is a bas-relief of a ship- 
wreck, execnicd by My. Sarp from a design by the architeet, with 
mouolith shatts of Devonshire marhle, and hases of rel Mansfield stone. 
The hase of the south eolamn of this porch was Inid hy his 
late Royal Highness the Prince Consort, on Jnne 23, 1861. The | 
entrance-hall, 17 ft. by 17 ff., divided hy an open arcade of tivo arelies 
resting ou three-quarter Devonshire marhle shafts, is groined and 
vaulted in red hexagonal coffered hricks and Ancaster stone rih- 
mouldings, springing from Dolphin corhels. ‘Ihe principal stairease, 
24 ft, hy 17 ft., is exceuted iu Portland stone, and the floor laid with 
Minton's and Hollier's tdes. The girders of the ceiling of the ladies’ 
reecption-room are cased with yeh pime, and an ornaimeutal sevcen 
across the room, supported on columns, is executed in the sume material, 
The chinmeypieces are of marble, inlaid with majolica tiles, 

The boys’ sehoolroom is 84 ft. by 24 ft and 16 ft. high, the floor 
being constructeu of half-hrick rings, in cement, carried on wrought- 
iron girders 12 ft, apart, and the spandrils filled in with concrete, 
Upon this the floor is laid. The walls of all the schoolrooms are 
faced with pale stoeks, and the girders cased with piteh piue. Rooias 
are provided in this wing for the master, under master, and secretary. 
The corridors throughout are vaulted with bexegonal, coffered hricks, 
the spnudrils being filled in with concrete and floated with Portland | 
ceinent. Efficient ventdation is ohtained hy circular openings from 
the schoolrooms and dormitories into the corridors, In the west wing 
is the present temporary dining-room, 60 ft. hy 24 ft. This 
will eveutnally he used as a girls’ sehoolroom when the future 
dining-hall is huilt. ‘The room used now for their school 
wal then he converted into classrooms, The girls’ staircase, 
17 ft. hy 11 ft., is constructed in Yorkshire atone. Water-closets and 
a lavatory adjoin, ‘The officers have a private dining-voom, 241 ft. hy 
12 ft.. adjoining the present general dining-room ; and there is also a 
gis’ visitors‘-room, The kitchen is 30 ft. hy 21 ft., lighted from the 
roof, and fitted with a eooking apparatus hy Messrs. Jeakes and Co. 
The other rooms on the growmd floor are n scullery, pantry, larders, 
lamary, and storerooms. On the first floor are two dormitories 
for hoys, 15 ft. high, 31ft. hy 21ft, and St it. hy 24 ft3 overlooked 
from tho master's bedroom. ‘Che comidor is fitted with lockers 
that serve the purpose of a linen-store. The matron bas a sitting- 
room in the tower, 17ft. by 11ft, on this floor. ‘The girls 
have a large dormitory, 60 ft. hy 24ft., and a smaller one for 
the elder girls, 36ft. hy 21ft.; lavatory, 17ft. hy 12 ft. ; mistress’s 
bedroom, i7ft. by 12%. ‘The arrangement of the second floor is 
simdar to the first, with the exception of temporary sick-rooms in cacti 
wing, provided with nurses’ rooms nnd lavatories complete, nntil a 
special huilding as an infirmary is erected. The upper part of the 
tower contains water-tanks for the sup ie the huilding, a clock- 
room, and also servants’ bedrooms, T helvidere, or nppermost 
stage of the tower, is fitted up asa museum. Gasis laid on through- 
out the scveval floors, and water from the Bast London Waterworks.

THE ARCHEOLOGICAL INSTITUTE OF GREAT 
BRITAIN AND IRELAND, 


Witt pleasant weather and a goodly company the Archeological 
Institnte of Great Britain and Ireland has jnst held its yearly congress 
in Kent, under the presidency of Marquis Camden, K.G. hester 
was the hend-quarters, hut the society was more than noually 
exeursive this year. Many excellent papers wero read, and a fine 
museum of local antiqnities was collected at Rochester. 

The congress commenced its sitting at Rochester on Tuesday week, 
under highly favourahle auspices, there being on nnnsnally large 
attendance of the members and friends of the institute, including 
Marquis Camden, President of the Kent Archeological Society ; the 
Earl of Darnley, Earl Amherst, Lort Talbot de Malahide, the Bishop 
of Roehester, the Provost of Oriel, Lord Leigh, Mr. Beresford Hope, 
the Rev. Professor Willis, and several of the most distingnished 
archeologists of the country. The opening meeting of the institute 
was held in the Guildhall, a fine hni ding, which was enlarged and 
beautified at the expense of Sir Clondesley Shovel, who formerly repre- 
sented the city. This, as well as the various other puhlie buildings in 
thecity. hnsheen placed at the disposal of the institute during itssitting, 
The chair was occupied hy Marquis Camden, who was snpportei on 
the oceasion hy most of the leading nohlemen and gentry of the 
eounty. The Marqnis, in opening the proceedings, expressed the 
pleasure he felt in taking part in the proceedings of the institute in 
the ancient city of Rochester, so rich in archieological remains, auc 
anticipated great pleasure from the paper promised to be real hy 
so distinguished an individual as Professor Willis, on Rochester 
Cathedral, A congratulatory address from the Mayor and Corpo- 
ration of the city was then read hy the town e erk, which the 
noble chairman Inicfly acknowledged, thanking the Corporation 
for the wmm reception which they had given the institute, 
and especially for their kindness in having plaeed the whole 
of the puhlic bnildings at their service. The Earl of Duruley, 
on behalf of the Kent Archeological Society, welcomed the 
institute to Rochester. which was second only to Canterbury in his- 
torical interest, possessing, as it did, in its magnificent castle oue of 
the most remarkahle monuments of the feudal ages. Lord Talhot de 
Malahide, on behalf of the association, acknowledged the cordial 
weleome given to the institute hy the Earl of tel the Kent 
Ayeh;eologienl Soeiety—which was most highly prized, The Provost 
of Oriel (Dr. Hawkins) welcomed the institnte to Rochester on hsha'f 
of the Dean and Chapter. and remarked that Roehester Cathedral 
stood on the site of the second Christian chixch of the Anglo-Saxon 
times, ‘The mecting was snbsequenly addressed hy the Bishop of 
Rochester, Lord Leigh, My, Beresford Hope, Mr, Roach Smith, an1 
other gentlemen; after which the members of the institute com- 
menced an exploration of the chief ohjects of antiqnity lying within 
the eity, Mr. 8. Stecle acting as ciccrone to a party which numbered 
some two hundred ladies and gentlemen. After inspecting the site. 
of All Sonls’ Chapel and $t. Clement's Church, hoth of which have 
entirely disappeared, the party visited the ancient Crown Inn, 
immortalised hy Shakspeare, hnt whieh in the course of a few montbs 
will be deinolishied to make way for a modern hotcl of thesame nam. 
‘The visitors then inspected the sites of the ancient gates of the city 
and its massive walls, considerahle portions of which ave still standing, 
and show the enormons strength of their construction, Thcy aiter- 
wards inspected the ancient Danish, or more probably Roman, mound 
at the base of the castle, termed Boley-hill, and paid a hrief visit 
to the ancient Satis Housc, so named hy Queen lizahstb on her 
visit to the mansion, in which the present Archhishop of Canterhury 
was hom. ‘The city walls were then traced, and the part 
speut some time in exploring other ohjects of ppbonies ut which. 
the city ahounds. The institute held a sitting at the Comty Cours 
in the evening, under the presidency of Marquis Camden, when a 
highly interesting paper was read hy the Rev. J. R. Petit “On Beyham 
Abhey,” the architectural featnves of which heautiful structure, now a 
rvin, were very fully peisied out. This was followed hy n lengthened 
paper, contributed by Mr, Foss, * Ou Legal Archeology,” witha sketeh 
of seveial of the most legal celehrities connected with Keat, from the 
earliest times down to a recent period. In the course of his remarks, 
Mr. Foss dwelt on the extreme antiquity of mauy of our law names 
and customs, some of which, still in use, had ther origin as far hack 
as the reign of Edward the Elder, After a sketch of the antiquity 
of the terms Hilary, Laster, and Trinity, as well as the courts of law 
and the dresses of the Judges and haviisters, Mr. Foss alinded to the 
first public trialof whieh we have any record, that in which Lanfranc 
was the plaintiff, which took place on Penenden Heath, Kent, and 
lasted three days. Mx. Foss then gave a valuable sketch of most of 
the celebrities of Kent who had risen to eminence as Chancellors or 
Judges. aud pointed to the fact that no fewer than fifteen Archhishops 
of Ganterbuvy and seven Bishops of Rochester had attained to the 
dignity of Lord High Chancellor. At the close of the paper, the 
yeading of which occnpied some time, Lord Neave addressed a few 
hiief remarks to the section, and proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Foss for his exceedingly yaliahle memoir. 

On Wednesday morning the section of Early History and Mejizval 
Antiquities assembled in the Guildhall, under the presidency of Lord 
Talhot de Malahide, ‘There was again a numerous attendance, A

ScHELDT ToLt.—Tuesday’s Gazette publishes the text of the 
treaty for the redemption of the Scheidt toll, the ratlfications of which wera 
exchanged at Brussels on Mouday last, The treaty is ona between eighteen 
maritime Powers (tho United States is not amoug them) on tho one part, and 
Belgium on the other ; and for the redemption of the toll the Powers agree to 
psy to Beigium a sum of 17,141,640 Netheriand florins, of which tho share of 
Great Britain is nearly one half,—A grand féte was heid at Antwerp to 
celebrate the freedom of the Scheldt, Karly in the morning ail the ships 
in the river were decked out with flags, and a flotilla of vessels of all 
alzes, headed by the steamer Liberté do l'Escaut, prepared to accompany 
fs far as the Dutch frontior the Marnix de Sainte Aldegonde, bouud for 
Vaiparaiso, tha first vessel to Profit by the suppression of the tolls.

a thensand or more may be eolleeted), the whole mass is started for 
home, and this is sometimes a very diffienlt operation, as the animals 
will often cling tenacionsly to the eamp, especially on a hot day. 
After a great Rn: of dogs barking, horses galloping, and men 
shouling and craeking their stockwhips, the mass moves—nat first 
slowly and reluetantly. but gradnally the ree quickens until it ends 
in a downright rush, the young strong eattle leading off. and leaving 
their weaker brethren so far in the rear that a “mob” will often 
extend to a mde or two in length, when the flanks must he well 
attcnded to to prevent straggling. 

‘The column, properly directed, is made to enter the stoekyard, a3 
shown in my lirat sketch. If the herd is large, aud a good haul 
is not made on the first day, the process must be repeated until all 
the outlying parts of the run are cleared and the whole of the 
occnpants hrought in. 

My next sketeh shows the mode of munning in a “mob” of horses 
from the busb. Old hrood uiares and broken borses ave generally 
very traetable, and run home at ones when started; hut when there 
is # large proportion of young, unbroken stock it is often difficult 
to make them go the right way, and some very serious “ rough-riding”’ 
way be the eonsequeuce. 

My third sketeh shows some of the diffieulties the squatter has to 
contend with in getting his wool io market and his supplies hack. 
One of the ica os ede with ten hales, eaeb containing about 5001b. 
of wool, has aecomplished tho feat of deseénding the steep bank of a 
“gully,” or creek, and is slowly creeping up the opposite side, the oxen 
goaded to exertion by the constant application of the drivers’ heay 
two-handed whip, accompanied by language of which the less is 
said the hetter. 

The second ding is descending; the wheel is locked, and the 
“poles” aro made to hold haek, no easy matter in sneh a place. 
Most lush roads in Australia are quite unfit for draught horses. ‘The 
slow, but powerfid, hardy, and patient ox is tbe only auimal that ean 
be relied on, and gometiines it is uecessary to put tivo or three teams 
together to clear the impediments. 

‘the sketch of native police in fighting costume, shows them 
stripped for action and ready to heat up the quarters of some hostide 
tribe, who have been eommitting depredations in the thick “seruh,” 
in the baekground, where horses cannot be used. All natives haye 
erent difticidty in reconciling themselves to the restraint of clothing ; 
so that, when aetivo serviee is the word, those most advaueed in 
civilisation will strip themselves of everything superfluons, 








FINE ARTS. 


ANOTHER series of earte de visite photographs of the Royal family 
has just appeared, whieb see in mevit and interest any whieh 
have preeciied them. We allude to a set of sixteen cartes de visite 
taken from time to time at Windsor Castle hy Mr. Mayall, of Regent- 
street, at ler Majesty’s eommand, and published hy Rica. Marion. 
of Soho-square. We reviewed, as the best which had then appeared, 
a scties of cartes de visite of the Prince and Princess of Wales, by the 
sume photographer, Published immediately before their Royal High- 
nesses mamage. The present photographs are fully as admirable 
examples of manipidation as regard clearness and tone, while 
artistieally they nre even more commendable for the skilful grouping, 
the pose of separate figures, and the arvaugement of accessories. Above 
all, several have tbe interest of novelty. First, there is 2 most charm- 
ing photograph of Prinee Alfred in the elegant uniform of a Liev- 
tenant in the Navy—the Prince who Icft us a hoy and returns a man, 
and just such x handsome young sailor as Britauuia herself might set 
np asherideal. This carte de visite has, however, heen published some 
little time, and already noticed in our columns. Next, there are two 
photographs of the Prince and Princess of Wales together, in their 
splendid bridal costume; and two of the Princess alone, also in her 
wedding dress. If the beauty of the Princess were not already 
universally appreciated we should he fearfid of provoking a suspicion 
of courtly adwlation in unreservedly expressing our admiration for a 
rare seillpturesque loyeliness which, in passing through the seveve test 
of photography, only secms to acquire more perfect symmetry and 
refinement. Oue of these photographs in particular, presenting a 
three-quarter view of the face, and with the ved drawn nearer its 
sides, strikes us as truly exquisite, not merely for beauty and grace, 
bot for an expression of modest sweetness, momentarily subdued into 
something approaching hali-wistfid reverie, that seems to camy pho- 
tography fairly into the domain of fine art. Two groups are of much 
interest. One, taken “the day hefore the wedding,” comprises all the 
Royal famdy, with the execption of the Queen, Prince Alfred, and 
Princess Beatrice, together with the Royal family of Denmark : the 
other represents her Majesty and the Royal family snvrounding a 
lust of the late Priuec Consort. The Prince of Wales in the uniform 
of a General is manly and unaffectedin bearing, The Crown Princess 
of Prussia, amiable as ever, bas aeqnired proportions of riper 
woiminhood; and her hnsband, the Crown Prince, while growing 
externally more like his ohstinate father, hetrays hy a smite in one 
of his cartes de visite the gay spirits and excellent disposition which, 
happily for his own future and that of Prussia, be is reputed to have. 
Photographs of Prineess Alice (Princess Louis of Hesse), her younger 
thongh less slender sister, Princess Helena, the next younger sister, 
Princess Louisa, who is remarkably likePrineess Alice, and of the little 
Princess Beatrice, complete this admirahle series of cartes de visite. 
The Society of Arts are inviting additional suhscriptions to their 
nicmorial of the Prinee Consort, in order that it shall take suel: 
x form as will complete the decoration of their great room in 
harmony with what was the original intention of James Barry. In 
Barry's design the spaces at the end of the room, where the portraits 
of Lords Rouney and Folkestone are now placed, were to baye been 
filled, one with a portrait of George IIT, and the other with a gronp 
representing Queen Charlotte superintending the education of her 
family at Windsor Castle. Barry did not like to complete these 
pictures, hnt his intentions were accurately recorded iu his own 
etchings. 
distinguished artists, one to represent the Prince Consort holding in 
his hand the charter of incorporation of the Exhibition of 1831, and 
the other the Queen surrounded by the Royal family at Windsor. 
‘These pictures, with the bust already decided upon, would cost ahout 
£750. of which amount £683 4s. Gd. are already ohtained. The 
conncil recommend that the bust be execnted by Mr. Theed, and the 
pictures. one by Mi.

New applications of photography are being every day devised. A 
proposition hy Mr. M‘Lacblan, of Manchester very snggestively indi- 
eates the future importance and usefulness of the aes McLachlan 
proposes that the negative plates of great men should be secured and 
] laced in a museum for safe keeping, properly antbenticated. attested, 
nnd registered by the mayor or othcr authority of the place where 
they weve taken ; and, to provide against acci ‘ent, be suggests that 
in cvery instance three plates of the same individual should be de- 
jcsi.ed. This cau easily be done, as the original onc ean be always 
sep roduiceil at pleasure. Of the three secured plates “one should be 
pi sucredly within the institution. and the other two be lent, at the 
dirci.ticn of tl ¢ authorities in charge; for instance, to any author of 
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eminence for book illustration ; and by that means the memories and 
images of tbose who have becn great and have passed away would 
be transmittel faithfully to all posterity. In almost every 
instance there would he several portraits of the same individnal in 
different musenms in the country, affording a still greater security for 
their permanent preservation. All local celebrities might he taken in 
their own towns, and ieposited in the museums of their respeetive 
localities; and, should a time arrive when their genins hecame ae- 
knowledged by the world, then they might claim a place in a great 
national (photographic) museum.” When, however, the carhon 
process of printing photographs is perfected, or the art of fixing the 
photograph in trne enamel (some beautifid examples of whieh were 
in the last exhibition of the Photographic Society), or any other 
means are devised and generally adopted for rendering the positive 
impressions permanent, the precantious for preserving negatives wal 
be less necessary, for the positives will then supply a permanent 
national portrait-gallery. 












LITERATURE, 
DreamtTnonr: A Book of Essaya written_in the Country. By 
ALEXANDER Sari, Author of “A Life Drama,“ &e. London: 


Sirahan and Co. 


Tt is strange how fond youth and strength are found to he of toying 
with thoughts of age and decay, as children love to play in a chnreh- 








yard among the green grave-mounds. But, common as it is for the | 


young to stray from the sunshine of life into gloom of their own 
making—perhaps becanse death and tronhle seem to them so far off 
that the ehill of their coming sbadow affords a not nnwelcome 
pleasure—it is not wholesome. Bolingbroke’s advice is sound. “I 
used to think sometimes of old age aud death,” he tells us, “cnongh 
to prepare my mind, not enough to anticipate sorrow, to dasb the 
joys of youth and to be all my life a-dying.” 

We are glad to hear Mr. Alexander Smith’s voice agaiu. There 
can be few pleasanter hours than those passed hearing his estimate 
of Duahar, the Scottish poet, discussing Mr. Hawtborne's literary 
merits, following him while, with singidar distinctness and felicity, 
he brings baek the sunny days that browned Chaueer's hearty faeg. 
But we had rather bear Mx. Smith company in his rooms in Edinburgh 
than iu the cottage at Dreamthorp to whieh he has chosen in fancy 
to consider himself exiled, and from which, with loeks of grey and 
with the voice of age, he affects to address the world. Why, we know 
not. Yonth is a glorious possession, manhood a noble privilege. Age 
has its advantages, no doubt; but it is coeur caer by the loss 
of all the world loves or cares to imitate, vt, Smith, speaking in 
his own proper person, would command a far larger and more 
adniring audience tban any hermit of Dreamthorp. 

It is worse than affeetation, too, for any man in life's prime, doiug 
and suffering in and with the world ahout him, to separate himself 
from the human interests of his kind, to isolate himself from the 
struggles of humanity in which he has brains and muscles given him 
to take his share, to withdraw his ventures from the sea because 
stortus rage and vessels founder, to escape from life’s hattle to some 
secure vantage ground that he may lean npon his sword and look on 
whde others fight, to sing no song because the hlackbird's natal 
notes are nnapproaehable, to dip no brush in colours hecause 
Natnre herself paints grander pictures than ai art can 
iuitate. It is a vain excuse to say that such isolation, 
suelt denial, will make the individnal happier who practises them. 
It is not tme, in fact; and if it were the man who seeks happiness for 
its own sake, away from and except in eympathy with the world 
about him, deserves to lose it. To desire enjoyment, animal or intel- 
lectual, as the end of existence, is purely selfish ; to wring it from the 
circumetances of life, to find it amid the excitement of action or the 
endnranee of suffcring is legitimate, and sometimes glorions, “In 
my garden,” writes Mr. Smith in his assumed character, “I spend 
my days; in my library my nights.” Had he said “the leisure of 
my days and nights haid wrung from the noble turmoil of life,” well. 
If not, he sure the time will come when some foe, if no fiercer one 
than ennui, will find a way in and destroy the Dreamtborp hermit's 
happiness. Not so did the first and greatest of English essayists write, 
No one knew better than Bacon how to speak reverently and graciously 
of Nature or of “the dead in their hooks.” We rememher how he 
deligbted in the swect-savoured flowers of his garden, his green grass 
finely shorn, and alleys spacious and fair. “The Almighty,” he tells 
ns, “ first planted a garden, and its enjoyment is the purest of human 
pleasures.” But Bacou’s was the “ ease after pain, refresbment after 
toil,” of the man of the world, hunrying away from the claims of duty 
for oecasional dranghts of this innocent sensuous enjoyment. 

We do not deny that Dreamthorp, as Mr. Smith has painted 
it. would be a pleasant spot to stay at. not to live im. ‘The 
village Reetor and the village doctor, the innkeeper and the black- 
smith, the peasants who till the fields and gather in the barvest, the 
old lock-keeper on the canal bank, and the widow who shows the 
ruined castle to the passing tourist, have, each and all. their mission in 
Dreamthorp, and may stay there to pwrsne it. Bnt, however 
attractive so pleasant a village may he—and no one with a dash of 
vagabond blood in his veins but knows, and would like to start this 
August weather for such a spot among the round green hills, with its 
westward-looking windows painted by the sunsct, the ruined castle 
grey against the rosy air, the sluggish canal on which the great 
water-lilies sleep, tbe still lake giving back every hue of the burning 
sky, the roofs ou which time has laid another thatch of moss ahove 
the straw—it would be but as a resting-place, not as a home, that the 
tre pilgvim of life, weary as be might be, would eonsent to sta 
there. A few days given to the speckled trout in the hrown hill 
hurng, an honr or so dozed idly on the lake, and then he would be 
ready to hie him back to work and the world again, 

From cvery man something may he learned—from some men much. 
The latter are they who possess sufficient reticence and judgment to 
talk only on subjects which they thoroughly understand. Mr. Smith 
might have tanght ns Southerners much had he heen content to 
address us as a Scotchman upon Scotch subjects. There are numerous 
social customs of his country on which we should be glad of the 
infonnation that he could give us. There is no people on the face of 
the earth of which your thorough Englishman is more ignorant than 
he is of those who live north of the ‘weed—there is uo people from 
whow he differs more in habit. temper, and thought. And yet, with 
so many good texts, Mr, Smith must needs, knowing nothing of it, 
take our great winter festival for one, and ont of his consciousness 
construct for his English readers an English Christmas, producing, of 
course, the most grotesque caricature imaginahle. ‘To say nothing 
of the fact of his spending the day in an English village alone, he, hy 
way of rcereation, pictures to himself how it is being enjoyed else- 
where, and introduces ns to the crowds who. in the great cities, are 
langhing at the pantomimes on Christmas night. He describes their 
enjoyment as if from experience, draws a vivid picture of the pit—a 
sea of grinning eg the boxes—a tier of beaming joventneye the 
galleries—a mass of happy laughter, hrought down by the clown’s 
Jokes in mighty avalanches. As the night grows old, he writes, 
“Even now, in the great cities, the theatres will be dispersing, the 








lights will be put out, the empty stage be left to ghosts;” as though | 


any jee Aap ane | English family would consent to leave their 
fireside on 
found to tempt them. 


But these are trifling faults in a hook that is rich in poetical 


thonght, felicitonsly expressed. Somehody has said, “if there be 


sincerity in this world it is in the selection of the books we bny.” In 
token of our honest admiration of Mr. Smith's work, we will go so 
far as to recommend the purehase of “ Dreamthorp ” to onr readers, 





Victor Hreo. A Lire. Revaren sy Ove wuo His WITNESSED It. 
2 vols. Allen and Co. 

In the year 1802 there was born at Besancon a child so small, so 
delicate, and so puny tbat the doctor declared at once that he was not 
likely tolive. He was not longer than a table-knife, his mother used to 
say. Having dressed him in swaddling-clothes. they placed him in an 
armehair, where he oceupied so little space that there would have 
been room for a dozen more of the same size. Sixty-onc years later 
and there lives in Guernsey a famons French exile, the most danger- 
ons foe, perhaps, of the second Empire, a writer for whose utterance 
the world attends impatiently. The child nud this man are Victor 
Hugo. The witness. it is supposed his wife, comes forward to fill the 


vistmas night, or any English manager and actors be - 
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yoid between these two extremes. But. if other evidence were wernt 
ing of the important share which the great writer himself has hil in 
preparing this memoir of his fife, it would be fonnd in the Singular 
guslity the biographer possesses. in common with M. Hugo, of innkine 
small the men his life has hronght bim into coutact with. The Abbe 
Lamennais. for instance, whom the Count de Montalembert, in bis 
life of Lacordaire, built up into a giant for the pleasure of demolish- 
ing one, becomes in M. Hugo's hands ‘a little man poorly clotiet, 
wearing an old great coat of grey cloth, displaying a shivt of browaish 
linen, and a cravat. originally of black silk, but now reJuced to a 
mere rag, shortened tronsets searcely reaching his lean ankles, 
and permitting a pair of stockings of faded hiue colour to be 
scen; while at every step the treble row of uads with which 
his coarse shoes were fastened clang against the gronud.* Iu 
like fashion Chateaubriand is dwarfed into a figuro so grotesque that 
Cruikshank eould searecly sueeeed in eavieatuning it. 

Vietor Hugo was early remarkable. He had distingnished him-slé 
while in his teens; at twenty he was recciving a pension from the 
King; whde he wore the rihhou of the Legion of Honour in his 
button-hole so yonng that onee he was arrested hy gendarmes, who 
found it hard to believe that a hoy had a serious right to the 
decoration. By this time be was married, too; and he was hearing 
up against the res angusta domi and the responsihilities of paternity 
at au age when most of us are reading for a degree or mastering the 
rudiments of bnsiness. At twenty-five he was planning a dramatic 
campaign in whieh naturalness should he pitted against eonven- 
tionalism. and was being talked of by the startled workd iu this way : 
“What is remarkable is the disdaintid and haughty tone in whieh a 
young writer, whose reputation has not yet extended beyond a few 
friendly cireles, speaks of ali who differ from him. ‘bere was a time 
when he contented himself witb writing odes, like other people; to- 
day, if is qnite another thing, The young aud modest poet is hecome 
a professor. proudly distributing his instructions to iis absent 
andienee.” 

To revolutionise the theatre was no light undertaking, and a great 
part of tbe sceond volimic is devoted to the difficulties whieh beset 
the young dramatist’s progress, hut which haveno partieular interest for 
the Euglish reader. ‘he hook contains, however, many aueedotes of 
famous men which cannot fail to amuse. We meet Béranger. so feted 
and petted hy Paris that he exclaims, “See bow they spoilime! 
have positively nothing left to desire but 2 stomaeh.” Of Lamartias 
some luteresting detads are given, and Jides Janinis spoken of, whose 
honest affection, we are told. has resisted the lapse of time, aud heen 
generously redonhled now that its object isan exde. And a glimpse 
is given us of a fair young man, with an agreeable, gentle eountetianes, 
who was so much in loye with freedom that be wished to compliment 
M. Hugo. under whom the theatre was ahout to assert its liberty, and 
who has sinee grown into the Ultramontanist M, de Montalembere. 

The chapters whieh tell how “ Notre Dame de Paris” was written 
are among the most interesting of the volume. It was so snecessfut 
that the puhlishers besieged him for others, and went so far as to 
advertise the appearance of new novels for ycars upon the strength of 
titles supplied them by the author, But more stiwiug work than 
novel writing lay before him, of whieh subsequent volumes may give 
us the history. and the snecessor of “ Notre Dame de Paris,” published 
in 1830, was “ Les Misérahles,” which saw the light but yesterday. 





Tur Book or TUE RoyaL Hontroviternar Society.

Tn what way, and 
through what difficulties. we must vefex our renders for information 
to the hook itself; which also contains a deserviption of the new 
gardens at Kensington Gore, which are now so familiar to and 
popular with the world, illustrated admirably hy Messrs. Jolu 
Leighton, Thomas Scott, and C. Thurston Thompsou.

THE Fire ww its Transition State. By the Hou, and Rev. 
T. C. SKEFFINGTON, M.A. 
The reverend anthor of this little book is evidently an accomplishe 1 
lover of music, and well acquainted with the subject on which be has 
undertaken to enligbten his fellow amatenrs— the improvements, 
nemely, that have been made upon the flnte duving the lest fifty years, 
and the present capacities and powers of that most elegant and 
fashionable instrument. When a long-vexed question is reviewc? 
by an able and impartial anthority, we may reasonably look 
for a satisfactory solution of the points in ae The treatise 
before ns enters minutely into the sulject of all the modern flutes, 
tracing the progress of the‘instrument from infancy to maturity. 16 
is sensibly written, and free from bias or prejudice. Beginning with 
the first improvement, known as the “ Bochm Flute,” Mv, Skeftington 
enumerates the various modifications which the instrument bas under- 
gone of late years, and concludes with an explanation of the last and most 
important, the ‘ Equisonant Flute,” with cylindrical tube and graduated 
holes, invented by Clinton and Co. We quite agree with the author's 


| views. more epoca as we find that the jury of the International 


Exhibition of 1862 have fully adopted them in awarding to those 
makers the only medal'for improvements on the instrument. We 
bave satisfied ourselves on this point by referring to the final report of 
the jury, as published by the Royal Commissioners, that being the 
Mr. Skeffington has done signal service to 
fluie-players by his clear and well-written cxplanations. His little 
work will enahle all amateurs to understand the subject and to form 
their own jndgment as to the merits of the various new flutes which 
now contend for prefcrence.

amusing, if not very probable, story. The paper on “The Bthies of 
the Medical Profession” is apparently written by # physician, and is 
cousiderate, thoughtful, and sagacious, as is usually the ease with the 
writings of the cons of A%sculapius, when these do not relate to some 
ofessional dispute. But by mueh the most remarkable contribution 
to tke number is Mr. Ammold’s “Essay on Heine.” which exhibits a 
most thorongh knowledge of the works of that extraordinary man, 
picat acutenesa in detecting and perspicnity in pointing out their 
manifold bearings on the problems of our civilisation, and the truest 
critienl acumen, enhaneed by a singularly Incid and accurate style. 
Mr, Arnold's mind is more of the critical than the creative order, and 
hence it docs not surprise us that his critique rat her respeets Heine’ i 
nud potitical than his poetical significance, We think that he atts 
more innjportance to Heine’s teudeneies than they Seg «leserve, 
oyerlookiug thut, however instructive his writings may he as ex- 
ponents of lhe modern spivit, they represent tlus entirely on its 
negative and destructive side, and thus, valuable totheir contemporary 
reneration, will eventually share the fate of Voltaire’s satives, in hein 
merely read for their wit without possessing any real hold upon the 
sympathies of men. In the truly immortal part of his works Heine 
is much Ices original than as a entivist, aud, however the fact may he 
Gisguised by the caprices of his style and @ peculiarity of Tocal 
colonring, he is in reality hut a member and continner of that great 
chool of German song which dates from the Minuesingers, 

Macnilian dazzles us this month with the naincs of its contrihutors, 
Seldom has the roll of any English magazine been simultaneously 
traced with three such names as those of Thomas Carlyle, Bavon 
Lichig, and Harriet Martineau. As is often the case, however, the ruce 
is not to the swift; for the most interesting paper is Mr, Andrew 
Hamilton’s account of the shabby way in whic! the people of Weimar 
aliowed Schiller to go to his rest, and the manuer in which the dis- 
Grace was redeemed hy the intrepid perseverance of a genuine hero- 
worshipper. We must sey that we do uot think Bacon's fume is 
likely to sustain much injury from Baron Liebig's hitter hut sophistieal 

attack. Lhe Baron has evidently been provoked by the spirit in 
which come of his own theories have heen received in this eountry, 
aud seeks to revenge himeelf upon the Coryphrus of English science, 
whom he accuses of fostering, if not originating, his cauntrymen’s 
cagerness for results aud indifference to ahstract truth. No paper in 
the whole magazine literature of the month will live been so eagerly 
looked for as My, Carlyle’s “American Iliad in a Nutshell :“ 
none, we fear, will so entirely disappoint the expcetations of all 
hnt those already convineed hy the “Latter-Day Pamphiets ° 
that the philosopher of Chelsea had lost the power of hringing his 
vigorous understanding to bear upon political watters. The few 
liucs he lias now indited are so much waste paper. unless we are 
prepared to admit two moustrons assumptions—first, that a kidnapped 
shive, sokd to the highest bidder, is a hired Inbourer; secondly, that 
the present war, instead of a struggle to save the Union, is a ernsade 
undertaken by the Northerners ngainst the peculiar institntious of 
theiv neighhours, It will he quite tine to argne with him when he 
has addiced 9 single nrgument in support of the nonsecusical pro- 
positions he now assumes with such amazing coolness. The third 
member of the triumvirate, Miss Martineau, is worth bev calleagnes 
uiauy titnes over; her paper on the sanitary condition of the British 
auny iu India heing not only excellent in Itself but written with an 
eamnestness which proves how deeply the snhject interests her, and 
with what streunonsness her mind has been applied to it, The 
“Competition Wallah” is not qnite so amnsing as usiml this 
month, hut writes so mneh like a man of sense as to entitle 
his ohsci\ations on the opium trade and native education to con- 
siderable attention. “ Vincenzo” is continued with mneh ahility; 
bné we must confess that the weak behnvionr of the hero has almost 
eutirely cestroyed onr interest in his fortimes, ' 

The west remarkable article in Blackwoud is Mr, Oliph@nt’s detail 
of his eaj.evicuces among the Polish insurgents, which will he read 
with great interest for the light it throws upou the characteristies of 
this tunly national struggle, so different from that of 1831. We sup- 
pose we can hardly err in attributing the essay on Horace and his 
translators to Mr. Wousley. It is written with much wannth of 
npeciation aud generosity of fooling: indeed, we think the writer 
too apt to go into ecstasies over the minor felicities hy which Messrs, 
Martin and Conington vindicate their claims to scholarship and the 
faculty of elegant versification." -* George Cruikshank” and “Indian 
Prosperity” are excellent articles in their respective ways: and the 
review of the novels of the season contains a masterly appreciation of 
“ The Story of Elizabeth.“ *‘ Chronicles of Carlingford” is coutinned 
with great snecess. The writer evidently has George Eliot in her eye, 
hut is auything hnt a servile imitator, 

Fraser opens with an able and vigorous notice of Mr. M-Culloeh’s 
work on taxation, There are only two other papers of neh interest— 
A comparison hetween the French and English systems of military 
cucampment, as cxemplified at Chilons and Aldershott: aud Mr. 
Glennie’s account of his intercomse with the late Mv. Buckle in the 
East, Thongh deeply indehted to Mr, Buckle’s travelling eompanion 
for his reminiscences, we eannot entirely cougratulate him on the 
mauner in which he has performed his task, We cannot approve of 
vague intimations calculated to produce au unfavourable impression, 
onc hardly knows how, The sane delicacy which Ma.

National Melodies,” hy the same ae (Ashdown and Parry) ; 
and “Alexandra Valse Brillante,’ hy ¥. B. Jewson (Cocks aud Co.), 
These pieces are of permanent yalne, and will he of intevest to every 
pinnoforte-player. 

The lovets of English vocal harmony will be much gratified by the 
newly-published colleetion of the works of the late R. L, Pearsall, 
Tt is entitled “ Twenty-fom Choral Songs,” composed by the Inte 
Rohert Lueas de Pearsall, Fsq.; with an accompaniment for the 
pianoforte added hy John Hnullah (Novello and Co.), My. Pearsall, 
who was a man of family and n musical amateur, was a voluminous 
composer of madrigals and part-songs, hut died nt an carly age, while 
his name was entirely mnknown to the public. Within these few years 
his compositions hegan to be heard at the concerts of Mr. Hullah, Mr. 
Henzy Leslie's choir. ec, ; and we and others, while admiring them, have 
often asked with sirprise, “ Who is Mr. Pearsall?” At the present time 
many of his works are held in the highest favour wherever English 
pert musts is cultivated. The publication before us is a large and 

andsome volume. The twenty-forr choral songs which form its 
contents me all posthumous, we believe, and new to the publie. 
They will positively be a treasnre to the amatenr. They ave in four 
or five vocal parts, nnd may he either snng by single voiees to eneh 
part. or by n plurality of voices, ns madrigals and part-songs are 
encrally performed, They show a profound knowledge of the great 
talian and English madrigalists of the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries, with whose style and manner Mr. Pearsall was perfectly 
familiar, while he has comhined their camplex and intvicate har- 
monies with the gracefnl flow and smoothness of modern melody. 
The pisreierte accompaniment added by Mr. Hullah will he very 
useful in facilitating the performance of these charming pieces. 
Strictly speaking, they arc intended to be sung without any aecom- 
paniment ; but when the accompaniment (as in this ease) is merely 
the vocal parte placed eonveuiently under the fingers of piauoforte- 
players, it is found of infinite value in giving confidenee and firmness 
to the singers. 

w Fou part Sougs. hy various Composers, edited hy Thomas 
Oliphant ” (Addison and Lucas), is a serial publieation, also of great 
valne to the lovers of vocal harmony. We need not tell our musical 
readers that Mz.

be diseased, nnsound, nnvholesome, or unfit for food, to seize and take it avay, 
and to haye tho eamo denit with by a magistrate, who, on conviction, may fine 
the offender a sum not exceeding £20, or commit blm to prison for turee 
months. Any person obstructing the medical officer or inspector is liable toa

REPRGDUCTION or ENGRAYVtNGS, EIC., BY THE AGENCY OF 
Licut.—M, Morven has reported the fot?owing proce-s to the French Acalemy 
of Eciences :—Onn lithographte stone, & hich has been coated in a dark dace with 
8 yarnish cempozsd of albumen and bichromate of potash, he places thy right 
side of the picture to be reproduced, whether {t be on glass, cloth, or paper. 
The stone is then expo-cd to the aciion of light for from thirty secouds, to two 
or threc minutes only, if It be placed in sunshine; but for from ten to tweaty- 
five minutes more tf it be iu the shade. At the exptration of that time he 
takes off the pictive and washes the stoue—at first with sospy water, aud 
theu with pure water—and Immediately afterwards he Inks the stone with a 
printer's 1olter, The destgn is already fixed, for the lmozge begins to appsar 
black on the white gronnd, It is then covered with gum, and tbe operation is 
finished, Tbe light bas fixed the varnish oud rendered It insoluble wherever 
It bos struck it; bnt ail the parts of the stone sbnded hy the pleture have 
icmained soluble, and consequently liable to be attacked by the soda and acid, 
besides retaining the substance of the soap. ‘The action here produced on tle 
stouc is applicable alike to engraving and lithograpby. Tho advantages of the 
process, acccrding to M. Morvan, are simplicity and rapidity of the ope- 
ratlon ; exnetuess of the reprodnetion ; no needof negatives ; the model positive 
Is ohialneo Fositive and preserved abcolutely Intaot aludImninevlate; it pozseases 
solidity at least eqnal to that of engraving on stone properly so ealled ; anil, 
fuolly, extreme economy of the process, due to the nioderato prtce of tho 
enbstances cmploycd.

PRisMATIC SPECTRA OF THE PLANEYS—In a note on thia 
enbjcet sent to tho French Acodomy of Sciences by Father Secelil, of Rome, he 
reports the results of his experiments instituted with the object of ohtahuag 
the deteimination of the existence and the nature of tho atmosphere of tha 
celestlat hodtes ; ard the settlement of certoin interesting cosmtcal qnatioas 
relative to their peculiar moycmentz, The apparatus which Father Sec*ti 
empluyed consitted of a pocket spcetromoter appiled to the eyesdece of the great 
equatorial by Mezz, to which BL Janscen attached a scale rettected by moans 
of the prism, in o:der to determine the position of the rays; and a tamlnua of 
tcflecting erystal placed before the siit, tu order to introduce the light of a wax- 
cnndle or spirit-lamp, to fix the point of departure of the rays. With this 
opraiatis (afterwarda much Improved) Father Secctil examined the spectra of 
varions ptaucts and stars. For Jnplter, Saturn, Venus, mud Mars, he says Chat 
numerous observations have demonstrated that iat the ligat retlectod by thooy 
ihere exleta not only the proper rays of the direct colar light, hutthat dom? of 
these rays ale enoimonsly reinforced and dilated in bands by thelratmasph res, 
which thus act in the eame manner as the atmosphere of tbe earth dos 
on the rolar spectynm., In fact, the spectra of thee plancts ave of the 
rame kind as our terrestrial atmosphoric spectrnm, excepS that in 
them certain rays are more absorbed than thoy are in the latter, eo that 
these bands are move combre, esnecially in thoze of Saturn. Iu directing bts 
obecivatlons alternately to the nioon and the planets, futher Seechl perceived 
au enoMons differenco between their spectra. Tha spectrum of tle moun has 
ouly the fine solar rays, the effect of tbe lunar or terrestrial abinosphere (it 
theie were any) being very weak and imperceptible. On the con'rary, in che 
spectra of the planeta large bands were seen tn tbe Indicated places, walch 
ays d true black lines when tho atmosphere was tranqull, Ifence 

alker Secchi considers—1, That the moon has elther, no atmosphere, or one 
whose acticn Is very slight, nnd which requires very delicate researeti for tra 
examination ; and, 2, That the planets possess atmospheres whore composltion 
nearly resemblea our own, After numerous researches, lathe: Seccht arrived 
at tke conclusion that the prinelpal absorhing agent Iu these atmospheres ts 
aqucons vapour. He considers that It is stilt premature to prouonnce on the 
question af the motions of the stars, as Mlustrated by their spectra, but 
expresses hie oplalon that, if there is any probabllity of auecess, more resourecs 
will be found in the white than in the cotoured stars; for the latter exhtbit 
at nearly in the place of those of our sun, while the others are in different 
pesitions, 


Lire IN THE ATMOSPHERE,—At a recent meeting of the 
Academy of Sciences at Paris Mr. James Samuvleon, the founder of the 
Popular Science Review, read an account of his experiments made for saveral 
yeers on the germs of animals and plants suspended tn tho atmospbere. In 
Scptember, 1862, he obtained a great number of rags from all parts of the world, 
and thereby became possessed of the atmospheric dust of Alexandria, Japau, 
Melbourne, Tunis, Trieste, Pern, &c. On June 26, 1883, he sprinkled zome of 
this dnst on fine muslin in vases of distilted watcr exposed tothe air, At the 
fame time be cxposed some pure distilled water wuder glasses colonred blue, 
red, and yellow, All the dust produced crowds of infusorin; and on the dust 
of Alexandria n new species was remarked. In each yase, for three or fouc 
days, & great inerease jn the amoant of life took ptace, which after- 
warda gradually diminished. As long a3 the dlstled water under the 
coloured gtasses remained covered nothing Myed tn it; bunt the day 
alter the glasses were removed and dust deposited in the vases 
alight ecdiment was perceived, formed of miuera] aud yegetable molecules, 
combined by a transparent petlicule, which gradually enlarged and beeame a 
multitude of monads, These animaleutes soon became animated and 
peorled the water, From his various experiments Mr. Samuelson draws tbe 

‘ollowlng conclusions :—1, The atmosphere in all the great divisions of tbe 
World ls more or less charged with representatives of tho three kiogdoais of 
nature, mineral, animal, and yegetable—witb spores and germs of ani- 
matcules, and cometimes, but rarely, with germs of nematoid worms, 2, ‘The 
Infucoria comprise, in a great part, not onty the obscure types, known as 
monoads, vibrions, aud bacteria, but also glaneama, cyclydes, vorticalia, &e. 
3, The germs ae found in the alr in greater quantities in dry weather thau 
oftermuchrain, 4, The tenacity of life of theze germs ls greater than Issupposed 
by the partisans of the doctrino of spontaneons gencration. This tenacity is 
cepeciatty remarkable in the monads, vibriones, and bacteria, which sustain 
Ife under the most nnfavourable circumstances, It Is nearly impossible, Mr. 
Samucleon says, to assign the timo after which revlylficatlon ceases; but when 
these animalcnies are rey ived they are very sensitive of surrounding influences. 
Cold kills them, ond the chemlcal rays of light are moro favourale to their 
development than the calorific rnys. The chemical rays do not produce 
lnfucoria by spontaneons generation; bhnt, hy promoting the decomposition of 
the substances submitted to their actlon, they furnish to the already living 
germa the elements neccesary for their existence and development. 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF THD ORGANIC CELL is the suhject of 
& memoir in the Annals of Natural History, translated from the German of 
Professor H. Karsten, The deyelopment aud. lifo of the cell consttute the 
first problem to be solved In the sciences of anatomy and physiology, Schwann 
havlug declared that both anlmal and vegetable tissues consist of collsof like 
nature. Since the time that Robert Brown indicoted the presence of a nucteus 
tn eeveral celts, Professor Karsten has demonstrated that the cell-wail, pre- 
viouely regarded as a stngle eac, In reality consists of several endogeuons 
superimposed lominre, In hts later researches, the Professor's object has been 
to determine the physieal and chemleal ehanges of the histological elements of 
cells during their deyelopment and multiplication, and thna to establish the 
laws which govern the origin and growth of on organ or organism, and which 
collectively make up the phenoniens of life. Killiker, in his treatise on human 
histology, has given the fotlowirg definitions :—1, The external wall of the 
cell serves onty as a defence to its iluid contents, except so far as It takes part 
In those Intrinsic vital processes which are ehown to ocenr by changes in Its 
chemical constitution; 2, The fluld eytoblastema pre-eminentty constitutes 
the living portion of the cell; aud, 3, The cell nucleus plays the most lm- 
poriant part in cell formation. Karsten has investigated the development 
of the cell in various plants, especially in specimens of urtica, spiro- 
gyra, cladophora, &e., mognificd representations of some of which are 
given in on engraving illustrating his paper. he very interesting 
examination of the cell m Urtica urena, showed that these halr-cells are occu- 
pled at a certaln stage of thelr development by o tissne composed of non- 
nnclear cells (secretion cells), separated from each other not by a firm bat 
by a fluid intercellular substance, When such a hatr-cell is'moistened wtth 
water, Imhibition takes placo throngh the exteraal wall, and the intercellular 
matter gets diffuced, the more remiote portlons becoming intermingled with 
the more centrat, The process mny he watched for hours, and the streams seen 
to cet ont, nntil at length the delicate diosmotic and assimilating membrane of 
the endogenous cell-wall becomes destroyed by excessive imbtbition. Hceace, 
faye Professor Karsten, the physiologist mlght satisfy his problem of exptaiulag 
the vital phenomena of the organism from its strneture, and from the physical 
end chemical changes taking ptace in it, without belng compelled to have 
recourse to an Inherent contraetility not referable to them, The rotation of 
the cell jnices appears to he a mere phenomeuon of diffuslon. The cultivation 
of the Conferva epirogyra proved to him that this plant, when liberally cup- 
plicd with organic nitrogenons matter, generates new cells profnsety, but tbo:, 
af this nourishment he withheld, growth is limited to the cell-wall. He con- 
eludes hls paper with the remark, ‘Owing to the complicated structure of 
the ttesue-cells whieh enter into the composition of developed organism;, it 
is erroneons te speak of unicellilar plants and animais, _ With as little ros-on 
tau we imagine cells without membranes; such bodies, in my opinion, sho} 
be designated drops or granules,’ 
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THE QUAYS OF PARIS.—No., IIL 


Wr row conclude our scrics of Iilustrations of the Paris Qua 
commenced in the Number for Aug. 17, 1861, and continued in the 
Number for May 2, 1863, of this Journal. Our present Engravings 
bring ua to the west-end of the ye which comprises the Palace of 
the Tuileries, the Chamber of eputies, the Champs Elysées, the 
public cffices, and many of the town residences (or hotels) of the 
iid aristocracy. 
OMe first illustration, taken from the point of the island 
of the city looking down the river Seine. comprises, on the 
tight hand, one of the most interesting views of the Paris Quays, 
jnelnding the Old Louvre, the New Louvre. and the Tuileries, whieh 
form together paneps the most remarkahle block of ornamental 
architectnre in Hurope; nnd, ou the left, a portion of onc of the 
wings of tho facade of the Institute. The building, the voof of which 
ie seen beyond the Tuilerics, is the Palace of Industry, huilt for the 
Great Tixhibition of 1855: and in the far distance the top of the 
triumphal arch, separating the Champs Elyeces from the Bois de 
Poulogne, is just visihle. Whree bridges ave secon from this point of 
view ; the Pont des Arts, passing froin the Iustitute to te Old Louvre; 
the Pont du Carrousel; aud the Pont Royal, which leads directly into 
the gardens of the Palace of the Tuilerics. Immediately below the 
lnrge tree on the poiut of the islind in the foreground nre n couple 
of the barges called /avofrs, much resorted to by the Parisian washier- 
women of all classcs, who there unmercifully beat out the dirt from 
the linen with largo wooden clubs ; these aquco1s estahlishments form 
# chavaeteristie feature of the Scine in its course throngh Paris, which 
Tossesses upwards of 100 public furoirs, more than half of that 
juunber plymg their occupation in similar harges upon the water. _ 
Vhe principal hndge depicted in the second figuve 1s that of Solferino, 
conneeting the Poubourg Xt. Germain with the quarter of the Tuileries ; 
the sceond is the Pont de la Concorde, which serves as the direct com- 
munication from the Chamber of Deputies to the Champs Elysées. 
Maris possesses but few pleaswwe-steamers on its river; in the summer 
reason, however, a certain number rn frequently from the Qua 
«Orsay to Saint Cloud; one of these sinall boats is seen lying off the 
qiy th front of the Orsay cavalry qnartera. The houses in the 
«distance constitute a portion of Passy, a former suburh. now united to

of ow second figwe is the houndary in that direction of the Tuileries 
gaiden, Passing alongside is a wood-raft, showing the manner in 
which that combustible is bronght down from the Upper Seiue wood-

FIRST 1LLUSTHATION. 

1, The Institute of Franee-—The several learned hodies composing 
the Freuch Institute (the Prencl Acodemy, the Academy of Tuserip- 
tions and Liternture, the Academy of Sciences, the Aeademy of Fine 
Arts, and the Academy of Moral and Political Science) were installed 
in ihis huilding in 1795; they had previously held their sittings at the 
Louvre. It was formerly ealled the Palais Mazarin, in honour of that 
tearned Cardinal, who hy his will, dated March 6, 1661, founded x 
college here for sixty gentlemen, Jt was constructed on the site of 
the aueient Hétel de Nesle, of which the remains were then de- 
wolished, [A full description of the Palace of the Institnte, with 
Vagraving, was published in Number 1016 of the IuLvsrratso 
Lonpon News.] 4 

2. The Pont des Arts.—The Pont des Avis is an iron bridge, 
intended for foot passengers only : it was built in 1802. Formerly a 
toll was levied npon persons piassing over this hridge, which owes its 
name to that glorious palace of the arts, the Old Louvre, that stands 
on the quay nt its northern extremity 

& Old and New Louvre, and Tuileries.—The first section of hnilding 
on the right is the Old Louvre, huilt by Francis I., and ocenpied hy 
those eclebroted collections of scidptuve, painting, and antiquities 
that have rendered its reputation universal. The second section, as 
far as the vane, is the New Louvre, the glories of which cannot fail 
to throw a permanent lustre over the reign of Napoleon III. Here 
are concentrated the offices connected with the different Government 
dcpartments. The third seetion is a part of the Palace of the Tuileries. 
Our view’ of the river facade of this magnificent pile of buildings wal 
enable our readers to estimate their extent, when we add that they 





are built in the form of an oblong square, of which our Engraving | 


reproduces one of the longest sides, 
SECOND ILLUSTRATION. 

1, Orsay Barracks.—This caserne is one of the cavahry (yaarters of 
the city ot Paris, and takes its name from its situation on the Quai 
aOrsay. Till the reccnt installation of some of the Dnperial Guard 
in a portion of the New Louvre, they were the barracks nearest to 
the Palace of the Tuileries, which is on the opposite side of the river. 

“2. Palace of the Council of State—This sumptuons Government 
edifice is one of the finest buildings in the French capital. It was 
commenced under the first Empire, and terminated duriug Louis 
Philippe's reign, Its architectnre is of two orders shperposed, the 
‘Tnsenn and Tonic. 

3. Palace of’ the Legion v 
known as the Palace of the Legion of Honour, was built in 1786, by 
the renowned architect Ronssean, for the Prince de Salm; its style 
is Corinthinn, In 1803 it was purchased hy the Emperor Napoleon 
nud presented to the Order, then recently instituted by his Majesty. 
All the husiness connected with the Chancery of the Legion is trans- 
acted here. 

4, The Chamber of Deputies —What we shoidd eall the French 
Honse of Commons held its sittings here for upwards of half a 
centiy. It is now called the Palace of the Legislative Body (Corps 
Législatif) ; hut beforeits adaptation to State purposes, which occurred 
in 1790, it weut hy the name of the Palais Bourbon. The fine 
peristyle ornamenting the river fagade was added by Napoleon I. in 
1807. A long series of illustrions Prench orators and statesmen has 
rendered this huilding extremely worthy of interest, independently of 


the exciting political scenes of which it has on so many occasions

A sum of £0,619 has heen spent on the purchase of land, 
erection of buildings, ropairs, nnd other expendituro for the factories for 
making and storing militory clothing, since their formation. 


During the last three years ending the 30th of June last, 94 
non-commisslonrd officers have received commissions in the Army, They are 
described thus:—Cnvalry, 12; Royal Artillery, 18; Royal BGagineers, 1;

The Field Marshal Commanding-in-Chief has uirected that, 
in future, tho last post of watch-setting is to connd, for all arins, at 9.30 p.m., 
fiom the lst of May to tha 80th of September, and at nine o'clock from the 
Ist of October to tbe 30th of April, bi all garrisons and barracks, unless 
especially otherwise ordered by the general officer commanding, who will 
report his reason for any change. 


The Lord Bishop of Winchester visited the camp at 
Aldershott on Thursday week, and consecrated the church built there iu con- 
nectlon with tho camp—the first purely militory chureh that bas ever heen 
consecroted in tho kingdom. Sir John Pennefather, the Oenernl ln command, 
afterwards presided nt a collation, when the Bishop, the Secretary for War, 
and other distinguished perzonages attended. 


The Louisa, sailing-transport, emharked a company of the 
Royal Engineero, under the command of Mejor Edwards, and a detachment of 
the Commissary Staff Corps on Saturday, at Portsmonth Dockyard, after which 
she was towed out of the harbour by the Government tug to Spithead, whonee 
she sailed shortly afterwards for Ireland, where further detachments will 
embark, es well as wives and children of troops already in China. 


On their visit to Woolwich during last week the Lords of 
the Admlralty directed that a new iron-clad steam-vessel should be commenced 
at this dockyard, and the hull is to bo leid down on the slip from which the 
Caledonia was recently launched. The serew-frigete Repulso, the work upon 
which has been postponed during the past two years, has also been surveyed, 
with a view to her alterotiou sad completion a3 an iron clad vessel. 


The Prince of Orange has presented the officers of the second 
battalion of the Coldstream Guards with n beautiful Badminton jug of sifver- 
gilt and crystal, mamufactured by Messra, London and Ryder. On tbe lid are 
a Coldstream etar aud the drum of the regiment, and on the hase is the follow- 
ing inccription :—* Presented by H.R.H. William Prince of Orange to the 
officers of the second battallon Coldetream Guards, in remembranco of 2 happy 
week spent with them at Windsor, Jund, 1863." 


The military authorities, guided by the opinion of the Judge 
Adyocote Gencral, have come to the coaclusion that the momuer in which the 
court-martial upon Pnyinaster Smales was condneted tends to vitiete the whole 
proceedings. ‘They have therefore recommonded her Mejesty to grant har 
free pardon to that officer; but it is understood that this act will not iuvolye 
his reappointment to the paymasterzhip of the Gth Dragoons, He will pro- 
bably be nppointed to nnother regiment when an opportunity offers. 


The substitution of steel tuhes instead of wrought iron for 
the interior of rifled guns, which is the invention of Mc. John Anderson, 
actlag superintendent of the Royal gun factories at Woolwieh, hes heen fully 
tested in the presenco of the Ordnance Select Committee, and is found to answer 
in every respect. An experimental gun prepared on this Principle at the 
Royal Arsenal has been subjected to every description of proof, firing four 
hondred rounds with a full charge of ammunition without the slightast injury 
to the weapon. 


A portion of the Portsea town line of fortifications, at their 
north-westero extremity, and extending from high-water mark tatho Unleorn- 
gate, hnve been disarmrd nnd handed over hy the War Department to the 
naval authorities at Portsmouth to be incorporated with the plot of ground on 
which the Admiralty hnve airendy caused operations to be commencad for the 
huilding of naval barracks. The Portsea lines of fortificotion are all about to 
be leyellrd with the ground, and their site appropriated to barracks and parade 
and drill grounds, For all getenalve) Purposes they have long heen useless, 
The extensivo suburb of Landport, which is considerabl: larger then Portsea 
Iteelf, ruus up to tha very fcot of the glacis, and miricand: diteb, bastion, nna 
eurtain in such a manner as to leaya the guns on the works nothing whatever 
to point at but the bedroom windows of the inhabitants outside the walls. 


A cirenlar memorandum has been promulgated, addressed to 
general officers in command and to the iufantry at home end abraad, inti- — 
mating that, as It hos been found that tho freqnent use of the st-el 
fommer canses the wear of rifled barrels by its friction, the Field Marshal 
Commanding-in-Chief, with tha view of obviating ita mnnecessary use, is 
pleased to order that the several motions of the platoon exereise be gone 
through hy drilled soldiers without drawing the ramrod, His Royal Highness 
accordingly issues new instructions, substitnting simntated motions for the 
present exereiso; and these, with the occasional use of the rod at firing blank 
nnd proctice ammunition, will answer every purpose of maintoi iz the 
éfficieney, in this respect, of trained coldiers. Recrnits will be trained in the 
usual manner, with the second-clasa orms provided for their instruction. 


The Select Committee appointed hy the House of Oommons 
to inquit into the expenditure on improved ordnanco eince 1858, and the 
Tesults, bnve issued thoir report. Thoy state that, as the expendltaro has been 
almost altogether on the manufacture of Armstrong gans, their ingniry 
has been practically limited; and they find that altogether £2,539,547 has 
been paid, of which £1,067,794 has been paid to the Elswick Ordnance Com- 
pany, whila the expenditure at Woolwlch has been £1,471,753, Aceording ta 
a statement by Mr. Whiffin, one of tha Assistant Accoan tants-Oeneral of tha 
‘War Office, thero would have been a saving on these portions of the Elswick 
work which admitted of n comparison with Woolwich of £242,173 on an 
expenditure of £593,275, had tho work been doae at Weolwleh; but the 
evidence on this point was couflieting, and the Committee, looking at the 
pressure for guns, connot impugn the wisdom of the course adopted by 
Ocneral Peel, and followed by succeeding Administrations, with respect to 
the Elswick Company. As to the results of this large expenditure, the Com- 
tnittce report that the 12-pounder, although stated by some of the witnesses to 
he too complicated a weapon for servico, is generally approved of. It appears 
to the Committee that the Armstrong field-gun is the best known for field 
purposes, Out of 570 fssued for use, 13 have been returned for repair ; 
three haye proved unserviceablo, but the remainder were repairable at incon- 
siderable expense. Tho 110-pounders, though nsefal a3 chase-guns, ought not 
to be admitted as hroadside-guus; but it is considered by men of eminence in

Withont expressing an apinion a3 to 
Yarious controverted qnestions, ihe committee express a hope that the different 
kystems, Dot only the Armstrong and Whitworth, but those of ather able men 
now evgaged On ordnanre questions, may be fairly experimented npon, No 
restricted trisls ean be satisfactory.

London, which, during n heavy gaie of wind, was totally wrecked on Sizawall 
Bank, on the Suffolk coast, Witliam Alexander, tho gallant coxswalu, had on 
seyeral occasions, in this ond another life-boat, been off to save lifo 
noder very perilous circumstonces, The cociety voted to him its 
silyer medal in testimony of his valuable services os coxswaiu of 
the Thorpe life-boat. Tbe cost of this life-boat was presented 
about twelve months ago to tbe National Life-boat Institution hy the 
residents of Ipswich. A reward of £4 10s. was likewise voted to the 
erew of tho socicty's life-bont at St. Ives, Cornwall, for going off and saving 
tho crew of four men from the schooner Azores, of Palmouth, which, during n 
heavy gale of wind, had stranded, nnd afterwards sank nt tho entrance of the 
harbour of St. Ives. The cost of thisand three other life-boa's was presented 
to the institution by n hencyolent lady, who has withheld her name, It wos 
reported tbat the life-bonts of the institution had during the seveu months of 
the present year saved 123 ehipwreeked poreons, in addition to assisting several 
vessels into port. The crews of ehore-hoats, to whom the instltution 
voted pecuniary rewnrds, had also saved 216 lives, making altogether 
n total of 539 lives saved during the present year. For theze joint 
services £648 18s, 2d. had been grauted by the institution. It had also

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PARIS DEMOLITIONS._THE TRANSFORMATION OF 
THE TEMPLE. pi 
(From dur own Correspondent.) 


Srxcr writing last upon the Paris demolitions the march of the pick- 
axe has proceeded with rapid strides in the work of renovation or 
transformation which does so much honour to the reign of the 
present Emperor. ‘The system of aroelioration pnrsned with so mucb 
energy has the great merit of not being confined to any partiruiar 
quarter of the city. hut is applied to Paris generally; so that when 
the proposed plons shall have heen fully carried ont, the capital of 
France will present nu ensemble of elegant strects aid honses not to 
be met with elsewhere. and free even from such comparative eyesoras 
as the Quartier Mouffetard, the precincts of which are already invaded 
by the iron pioneer of light nnd fresh air. But it is not with the 
tullas des chiffonniors that we have to deal at present; another 
quarter, in nn opposite direction—le Quartier du Temple, merits atten- 
tion as the fortunate victim of alterations that will leave hehind them 
nothing but the name, which, from powerfnl historical recollections, 
is ealewated to outlive the changes the district is now undergoine. 

Before entering upon the detnils of the Kngraving, it may be as 
well to note that the quarter owes its name to the Knights of the 
Temple, or Templars, the fnmous association founded hy Hugues De 
Pains in favour of the defence of the Holy Land. Down nearly to 
the period of the Third Crusade, nnderiaken hy onr Richard L., the 
Prior of the oiler nlone inhabited the Temple at Paris; hut nhont 
that time, in 1182. he made such ndditions ns ecuabled him to accom- 
modate all the Templars yesiding in the eity. The order was very 
rich, nnd purchased from time to time neighbouring land, so that, at 
the beginning of the thirteenth century, the Temple property, inclosed 
by high and thick walls. was eonsiderahle in extent, and the huildiag 
was regarded as one of the ornaments of Paris, The place itself was a 
stronghold, and snch was the confidence in its security that when 
Philip Augustus left Pavis for the Holy Land he made his will, and 
gave orders to six of the most notahle citizens to collect his revenues 
nnd services aud to depasit them in the Temple. ‘The famons tower, 
which forms the subject of one of om IInstrations, was, however, 
not built till 1212. It was constructed by the Frdve Hubert, treasurer 
of the order, and was originally flanked by four turrets, one of which, 
of immense strength, was devoted to the preservation of the archives 
of the order. The Templas "at home" possessed great privileges, 
weve independent of all authority, and administered justice ou their 
own domain. Their property was a place of refuge for duellists, 
bankrupts, and insolvent debtovs—a privilege enjoyed hy the 
locality down to the Great Revolution; bnt in 1792 the order 
was abolished in France by nu ordonuance of the Legislative 
Assembly, and the home of the Templars soon became the silent 
witness of payer and graver scenes—the resort of the witty and 
joyful Societé du Temple (of which the celehrated Philippe de 
Vendéme, the Ahbé de Chaulien, the Marquis de la Thare, Voltaire, 
and other men of note were members), and tbe terrible prison of 
perseented Royalty. 

With these few words of historicul introduction the different sections 
of the Engraving may be described, commencing with the '- Old 
Tower,” which disappeared entirely in 1811. This tower serve as 
the place of confineroent of the unfortunate Louis XVI. nnd his 
family. It also witnessed the sufferings of the Dnuphin of France, 
who died there, in a room on the seeond story; snbsequently, M. de 
Remnsat, Tonssaint-Louverture, Siducy Smitb, Pichegru, and Captain 
Wright (who both committed snicide there) inhabited for a time as 
prisoners ihis sad vestige of a nobler occupation. 

“The Wooden Galleries” and “The Rotunda” constituted the 
modern Temple; the former are composed of four Inrge squares, 
intersected by nn immense nninber of narrow passages, and each 
sqnave ae contaius nearly five hundred shops or stalls, let at a weekly 
rent of ls, 10}d. These “galleries” are the receptacles of large 
quantitics of cast-off articles of wenring apparel, classified witb suck 
order that the accustomed visitor can at once proceed to the division 
where the ohject he requires is stored. The two squares shown in owt 
Illustrntion are the ” Pavillon de Flore,” where sbeets, counterpanes, 
eurtnins, and bedding of alt kinds nre to be had; and the * Pniais 
Royal,” the resort of persons in quest of cheap pieces of silk, velvet, 
vihbon, bonnets, caps, and other objects dear to the followers of the 
Parisinn modes, and all, he it understood, at fabulously low prices, 
albeit some of the articles are occasionally new, either in fact or in 
appearance. I bave heard it averred that a complete summer outfit 
for a man may he oltnined nt the Temple for less than two shillings ; 
but there are nrticles for all pmses, nnd many well-to-do people make 
their purchases at the Temple out of n spivit of economy, ‘The stocks 
of tbese two thonsand stalls nre principally supplied by contributions 
froro domestics of the upper classcs, and also by the nnmerous 
marchands dhabits who scow Pavis daily in the pursuit of their 
avocations, The two other squares are known by the names of the 
© Pou Volant,” the quarter devoted to the resale of old iron and steel 
articles, such as hammers, nails, saws, and other ohjects of the rusting 
class; and the “ Forét Noive,” the receptacle of all the old boots and 
shoes that fastidious Parisians throw aside, and whicb here take on a 
uew shape and n fresh owner. 

“The Rotunda,” which at this time bas nearly disappeared, was 2 
pictiwesque pile of shops, with lodgings above, nround which rose a 
rather fine series of Dorie pillars, blackened by time or p2rhaps by 
locality. It was the resort of the marchands dhabits, who used to 
meet there late at night to dispose of their day's hnrvest of old clothes 
to the hest advantage. The property came to be of preat va'ue, aud 
had passed into the bunds of a poet, M. Lnurent Pichat, who very 
recently received an indemnity of one million and a half of francs 
(£60,000) in exchange for his “ Rotonde du Temple,” since follen 
under the nse of the demolisher and now numbered with the thiugs 
that nre no more. It wasn favowite lounge for the curious, and an 
interesting one for those in search of n cheap outfit. 

“The New Square” is the only portion of the present Temple 
actunlly en permanence. It is one of those health-giving gardens which 
the Imperial Government bas done so wisely to bestow upon the 
Porisian public in different quarters of the great city, and compvises a 
superficies of 8000 sqnnre yards, inclosed by a tasteful iron railing. 
At the northern extremity of the squnre is a cascade composed of a 
yock hrought from the Forest of Fontaineblean; and the gnrden 
possesses over 14,000 trees and shrubs, the most venernble of which 
isa famous weeping willow, said to be upwards of fonr centuries 
old. Another relic of past times is the gronp of linden-trees where- 
under, in the sunny days of the nutiumnn of 1792, Louis XVI, sought 
n sad repose while listening to the prattling discourse of the Dauphin 
of France. - 

Thus the Temple was, has becn, and will be again, only under 
otber forms and with fresb attributions. “ The Rotimda” is de- 
molisbed; “The Wooden Galleries” nre to be entirely reroodelled, 
and rendered worthy of this peviod of architectural progress; nnd 
when the changes now in contemplation are necomplished, the trans- 
formation of tbe Temple will be complete, and nothing will remnin ta 
yemind one of the mixture of sndness and strife of its past history but 
the souvenirs which will ever cling to the monuments of the middle 


ages,

The taste for good music has increased very mnch of late 
ars; and, in addition to native ballad-singing, the majority of young

German eompositions. Independent of private concerts. many 
societies have been formed to promote first-class voeal an] instrn- 

mental seience ; and the Wandering Minstrels, nmong others, have 
| set a noble example of combining amusement with nsefulness, They 

have ever been ready to come forward in the eanse of chayity, or to 
promote any public ohject. It may here not be uninteresting to refer 
to the antiqnity of dancing and music. 

_ Aecording to Eusebius, the dance to the measure of time was 

invented hy the Curetes, 1534 B.c. The Greeks were the first who 

united the danee to their tragedies and comedies. Pantomimic dances 
were first introduced on the Roman stage 22 B.c. Danees hy cinqne 
paces were introduced into England from Italy 4.0. £541, Iu inoJern 
times the French were the first who introduced ballets analogues in 
their musical dramas, The country danee (contre danse) is of Fecneli 
origin, hut its date is not preeisely known. 

} In referring to Ashe, we find that previous to the Reformation 

| theve was hut one kind of music in Europe worth notice—aumely, 
the sacred chant, and the deseant, built upon it. This music was, 
moreover, only applied to the Latin language. The original English 
music, from the time of the Saxons to that era in which our comitry- 

men imbibed the art and eopied the manuers of the Italians. was of 

a choraeter which neitber pleased the soul nor eharmel the err. 
But as all the arts seem to have heen the companions of suce2ssfal 
commeree, our musie soon improved; our taste was chastened, and 
sweet sounds formed an indispensable part of polite education. 
Prior to 1600 the chief mmsic consisted of masses an] mwrigals ; 
hnt dramatic music was much cultivated from that time. About 
the end of the reign of James I. a music professorship was foumde’l 
in the University of Oxford hy Dr. Wdliam Hychin, and tire year 
1710 was distinguished hy the arrival in England of George Frederic 
Handel. Mozart came to England in 1763; Joseph Haydu in 1751 ; 
and Carl Maria Von Weher in 1825, 

Upon the subject of the influence of particular studies with respoct 
to longevity, it has heen said that many of those who pay attention to 
the more refined arts, particnlarly music, live in general to » very 
great age. Of course those are meant whoare real admirers and artists, 
from true feelings of the power of musicto soothe and compose the 
mind to peace and serenity, and who have distingn'shed themselves 
hy eelchrated works and compositions. As to mere mechanic per- 
forniers, their lives are too often shortened hy dissipation and excesses. 
Among the celehrated admirers and composers in Ltaly, Germany, and 
ou own country, may he mentioned the following professors wio lived to 
a good old age :—Geminiani, npwards of 80; Tartini, ditto; Antoulotto, 
ditto; Leveridge, 90; St. André, ditto; Corelli, 96; Handel, 75; 
Cervitto, ahove 100; Hasse, 85; Farinelli, 90; Dr. Creighton, 90; 
Alessandro Scarlatti, 87; Dr. Pepusch, 85; Rosingrave, sen., ditto; 
Tallis, ditto ; Bach, 80; Dr. Child, 91; Dr. Blow, 60; Dr. Holder, 82; 
Th. Arne, (4; Keeble, 73; Dr. Boyce, ditto; and Sw John Hawkins, 
about 80, 

The origin of the violin is involved in obscenity, as is the name of 
the inventor of it. By the word violin we inelude every species of 
that genus, which may be defined as “a stringed instrument, with 
a neek, a belly placed under or hehind the strings, and played upon 
with a bow, including the violino, alto viola, violoneello, and violone ; 
for, as the transition from one to the other is so ohvious, it matters 
not whether we speak of the hrachin or the viola di gamha, as they 
evidently spring from the same sonrece. The above definition 
sufficiently distinguishes the violin or fiddle from tie aneicné lyre. 
the modern harp, the Inte, mandola, and guitar, That a musieal 
instrument of this kind was in use in England hefore the dissolution 
of monasteries, temp. Henry VIIL, is generally helieved, from the 
faet of its having been depicted in a glass window of the chances] of 
Dronfield Chireh, in Derbyshire, which reetory previous to the 
Reformation was appropriated to Beauebief Abhey, in the same 
eonuty. The chancel, which is eqnalled by very few of our parochial 
cliurehes, was erected hy the Abbot aud convent of that house, lony 
before the year 1535, when that religions fonndation was dissolved, 
but not until after 1390, when this reetory was first appropriated ta 
this ahbey. There is also an instvnment of the same sort, eqnally 
rude and nneouth, in the painted glass window in the church of 
Staples, Kent. Whether the abscnee of the hridge, the neck, 
and one of the strings is attributahle to the artist who painted th: 
instrnment, or that the original was merely the rudiment of a violin, 
we will not pause to inquire, but proeced to say that the word “‘ viola” 
oeciis several times in the “ Decameron ” of Boccacio, a work written 
AD, 1348, so that in Italy this instrument seems to have heen in vogue 
at that date. The name is supposed to be of Spanish uos Itahan 
extraetion. 

At the Conrt of Hononr at Trlhiny, in Staffordshire, a King of the 
Fiddlers was annually chosen, in pnrsuance of an establishment of 
John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaster, bearing date 1384; and in this 
chariev » reference is made to the customs of more ancient times. 
This officer was formerly called King of the Miustrels, an expression 
so vagne that it may include hoth wind and stringed instruments. 
Nothing, therefore, conclusive as to the use of violins in the time of 
Richard Il. can he gained from the ahove. “Crowde” and 
“erowders” are ancient words for a fiddle and a fiddler; and it 
appears from Junius’s “ Glossary,” Sir Henry Spelman, and Chaucer, 
that they are terms of snificient antiquity. Still it may he donhted 
whether the “crowde” meant originally a musical instrument, 
diffe.eut from the violin, and afterwards appropriated to this par- 
tieular one hy analogy, forin the glossary to Chaucer we find “ to 
crowde” is explained “to play ou a crowde,” or any musical instra- 
ment ; also, “ to sing or to make any melody.” 

While upon the subject of violins we may qnote an obituary from 
an old newspaper, dated Jan. 14, 1783 :—‘ At Friburg's snuti- 
shop, in the Haymarket, died Mr. Cervetto, father to the celchrated 
violoneello performer of that name, This extraordinary character in 
the musical world was 102 years old in Noveinber last. He eame to 
England in the winter of the hard frost, and was then an old man, 
He soon aftcr was engaged to play the hass at Drury-Iane Theatre, 
and continued in that employment till a season or two previous to 
Mr. Garriek’s retiring from the silage. One evening, when Mr. Garrick 
was performing the character of Sir John Brute. during the drunkard's 
muttering and dosing, till he falls fast asleep in the chair tis audience 
being most profoundly silent and attentive to the admirable performer), 
Cervetto in the orchestra uttered a very loud and immoderntely 
lengthened yawn, The moment Garrick was off the stage he sent 
for the musician, and with considerable warmth reprimanded him for 
so ill-timed a symptom of somnolency. when the modern Naso, with 
great address, reconciled Garrick to him in a trice, hy saying with a 
shrug, ‘I beg ten tousand pardon; bnt I alvays do so ven [am ver 
much. please !? My, Cervctto was a constant frequenter of the Orange 
Cotfee-house, and was distinguished among bis friends of tae gallery 
by the name of Nosey, Heuce, in our days, we have often heard i 
cry from the upper regions of ‘Play np, Nosey !’” 

he inveution of the organ has been attrihuted to Archimedes 
(ahout 220 p.c.) as also to one Ctesihius, a harher, of Alexandria 
(ahout 100 B.0.). It was hrought to Enrope from the Greek empire, 
and was first applied to religions devotions in churches a.n. 657, It 
is affirmed that the organ was known in France in the time of Louis I. 
(215), when one was constructed hy an Italian priest. The organ at 








Haaerlem is one of the largest in Enrope; it has sixty stops and 8900 
pipes. At Seville is one with 1000 stops and 4300 pipes. ‘The largest 


in England is in York Minster, and the next in size those in the Music- 
hall, Bimingham ; Spitalfields Church and Christ Church, London. 
Lrelyn, in his Diary, Oct. 5, 1664, thus writes :—* To our sociey 
there was hrought a new-invented instrument of music, bing a 
harpsichord with gut strings, sonnding like a concert of viols with an 
organ, made vocal hy a wheel and a zone of parchment that rubbed 
horizontally against the strings.” 
| The pianoforte was invented by J. C. Schroder, of Dresden, in 1717, 
who presented a model of his invention to the Court of Saxony ; and, 
suine time after, G. Sdverman, a musical ins:rument maker, began to 
| mannfactnre pianofortes with considerahle snecess, Some, however, 
ascribe the invention t» a Florentine. Piaxofortes were made i

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COLUMN FOR THE C URIO US. 


‘THE periodical visits of our Archseological Socictics are usually pro- 
dnctive of authentic illustration of our national antiquities. Thus, at 
the rerent anniversary mecting of the Ecclesiological Society, beld in 
the White Tower, Mr. Parker directed special attention to the Chapel 
Royal of the Norman Kings: its character is typical of the architce- 
ture in the time of Gnndidpbus of Rochester, 13 proved by the 
similarity of the original part of St. Stephen's Church, Caen, to 
that of the chapel; thus sbowing the fallacy of supposing the ricb 
Norman architecture of Iifley Church, and’ otbers, to represent the 
condition of that style as imported at the time of the Conquest. 
Yet Ifficy is described as a specimen of early Norman, and even Dr. 
Ingram £ecnied to entertnm considerable donht as to its age. Air. 
Parker lad already settled Ifficy Church as one of the best examples 





extant of rich Norman work belonging to,the (atest period of the style ; | 


no portion of it being, prohahly, earlier than 1160, and the whole, 
execpt the castern hay, being finished within ten years. Every visitor 
must remember its “west front of remarkably fine and rich Norman 
work, aud the deeply-recessed central doorway, affording, perhaps, one 
of the best specimens in existence of this style.” (Ircheological 
Journal, vol. iv., p. 219.) Professor Willis has sbown that the zigzag 
ornament, With which Ifflcy Church abounds in its exterior and 
intcrior, did uot come into general use until late in the Normau style. 
We remember, in one of our visits to Iflicy, to have inquired of 
a farmer's boy, who ey upon one of the altar-tomb3 in the 
chorchyard, what could induce so maay persons to come to 
ree this old church, “Why, Sir,” replicd the lad, _'* hecause 
there's so much zigzag ahout it.” To return to the Tower. Mr. Parker 
added that tho triformm gallery is of the same width and nearly of 
the rame height as the aisle below, and bas a similar arcade in the 
front, ‘The passages leading to the aisles and triforium conld contain 
the guards of the King, as indicated by Shakspeare. The walls of 
the heep, 48 ft, thick, were wholly of concrete. ‘As a Royal palace, it

Here are specimeus of the 
typography of Wynkyn de Worde and Pynson, inclnding @ reprint 
Gf Caxtou's ® Royal Book,” hy the latter, which is very rare. Here is 
likewise an inninated Psalter, written on vellum, in a fine bold hand, 
of the fourtcenth or fifteenth century. At Merton Hull, the mansion 
of the De Greys, the arcbwologists, having inspected its art treasnres, 
were gratified with seeing in the gardens 2a Liliam gigantewn in full 
hloom, the flower spike cight or ten feet high, ‘The old oak here is 
lelicved to have flonished 1000 years ; its foliage js thin andscnttered, 
hut the bole. at 5 ft. from the root, is in circumference, 8 yds. tin.

Inthe very interesting account which Mr, Gilhert Scott recently 
gave of the Norman Cbnrch of St. Bartholomew-the-Great, West 
Sinithfield, in conuection with its proposed restoration, there ts a cor- 
rection of o popular mistake, which it is important to record. Mr. 
Paiker explained that the Early Pointed Gateway in West Sinithfield 
was not the doorway to the south aisle, as it had been considered cven 
hy the architeets of the restoration in their pubis report, hut the 
entrance to the Close. The grant of the Priory hy Henry VIII. 
defines the nave as it was then, “a void ground, 87 ff. in length and 
60 ft. in hveadth,” and was reserved as a chnrehyard, for which pur- 
pose it has been used to onr time. Tho discrepancy of the present 
dimensions with those in the grant, it is remarkable, had not before 
ocemred to antiqnories, Mr. Parker bas, however, explained the 
mutter: besides, the size of the doorway and extent of the mouldin;s 
me unsuited to the position assigned to them in the church. 

It has been proposed to distinguish the former residences of cele- 
rated men in the metropolis ty affixing “a hrass-plate ou the door.” 
Such is the snggestion of Mb. Cowper; in better taste, Mr. Henry 
Cole recommends a decorative tablet. A few ornamental shields and 
escocheons of the sixteenth and seventeenth ecnturies, to he seeu here 
nnd there in onr old streets, may he still more suggestive, 

Jn the last Part of Mx. Llewellyn Jewitt’s Reliquary is a paper of 
antiquarim yaluc and of tonching interest, entitled " indern aud the 
Pynderes,” the fornrer a picturesque village, five miles south-west of 
Derhy ; thelatter an ancient family who probaly settled at Findern at 
the tinto of the Conqnest, aud continued here mntil ae became extines 
in the middle of the sixteenth centwy. Of theirstate y mansion a few 
faint traces exist. But, nntil lately, where Art had fallen to decay, 
Nature, ycar by year, lent a charming memorial in a bank of 
“Fyndernes’ flowers,” traditionally said to have been hronght hy Sir 
Geoffrey from the Holy Laud, and, being planted hy the hands of the 
cernsailer himseli, “would never die.” ‘Thus, after the Fyndernes had 
heen extinct for more than three centinies, the any ftower kept their 
proud name in remembrance ; until a tenant of the ficld where the 
flowers—nareissns and others—grew, rashly dng them np wherever 
seen, and removed them to his garden, where they died awny ! Mr. 
Jewitt’s pnper likewise deseribes the old Norman church of Finderae, 
destroyed in 1862, when some interesting Pynderne relic were dis- 
wovered. 

Cahalistic insignia have been musnally attractive of Inte. Ata 
recent miecting of the British Archarological Association Mr. W. H. 
Forman exhibited a magician’s sve yet the tke, od 
bearing two lines of inscription, one within the other, round the

The hall, however, is scparated | 
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letters approaching the Greek in form, but mingled with a few which 
might pass for Arabie. Beside the words there are some signs, two 
of them being the potent pentacle—i.e., 8 figure of three trigon, 
interlaced and formed of five lines, and which must not be con- 
founded with the two conjoined trigons which are held in such high 
estimation in the East under the title of AKhatim Sooleynzin, or 
Solomon’s feal; both devices are, bowever, regarle1 as talismans 
against demons. The leaden matrix was, probably, employed for 
muking charms of wax or earth, and may be ascri to the nifteenth 
or sixteenth centnry. In the Doneean Museum, at Goodrich Court, is 
n silver howl, for casting nativities, within which are graven both 
these mystic signs.

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THE DISTRESS IN THE NORTH. 


Iv appears from the report read by the honorary sccretary at the meetin, of 
the Central Relief Ccmmittec, on Monday, thot during the past month een y: 
ene focal committees have either suspended operations or given notice of thcic 
intention to do so in the course of the present week. There are now 235,827 
operatives on full time, 121,118 on short time, and 175,205 out of work, com- 
Fared with 234,641 in fnll work, 125,09i on short time, and 150,729 wholly un- 
employed in the last week of June. There is a further considerable diminntion 
in the number of persons receiving assistance from the guardians and the relief 
committees ; ont, note ithstanding the gradaal {improvement which has taken 
place in this respect, there are still 214,115 persons in receipt of relief. The 
report states ™ thut wherever ontdcor employment has been provided hy the 
focal committees the operntives have soon become uot only skilled in their 
ew occupation, hut their physical condition has been greatly improved.” 

A Poor-law Board order has been issued, directing a number of noions in 
Lancashire and Cheshire to contribnte, nméer the Rate-in-Aid Act, to the relief 
of Asbton-under-Lyne. The amonnt of this rato in aid is £1964. The Ashton 
Union bas nlso been anthorised to borrow a sum of £5000. 

Mr. B. Potter, MP, bas delivered n short adress nt Carlisle on the 
Lancashire distress andthe cotton supply. Ho considers that our prospects are 
yery dark, and Icoka for little or no relicf from the 300,000 bales of India 
cotton that are now on their way to tho Enropean market. The oost of com- 
mencing to work it, and the possibility of o tluetnoting markc!, can-ed, he 
eaid, a serious risk thot few millowners would venture to hazard, 


Mr, P, R. Morris has been elected by the Royal Acaclemy a 
travelling student in the closs of Painting. 

Mr. Hawkshaw’s report to the Egyptian Government on the 
Sez Canal bas been printed, and is favourable to thc echeme. When the lato 
Viceroy of Egypt waa in this country iast year, ho requested Mr. Hawkshaw 
to visit Egypt and examine the sito of the pro canal, and report bia 
opinion. Accordingly, Mr. Hawkchaw procecided to Egypt last Octod:r, and 
was oceupied twenty-soven days in examining the dlatriot travorsed by and 
ndjacent to the canna), and of so much of Lower Egypt as appeared lixcly to 
threw lght on tho question under consideration, Mr. Hawkshaw is of opinion 
thnt, "as regards tho engincoring construction, there are no works on the 
csnai presenting any unusual diffieulty of cxecution, and there are no con- 
tingencies that he can concoive likely to arise that would introduce difficulties

The Governor of Queensland, in a recent address to the 
Leeislative Assembly, thus alinded to the rapid progr ss of thocofony:—‘ 1 
congratolute you on the very remarkable resvits exhibited hy the sta‘istical 
tegister of Queensland for 1862, It will be seen thot our popniasion has 
doubled during the period of little more than three years whish has elapsed 
since the erection of these districts into a sepurato colony. In all tho other 
jtems the returns show the progress of ouly two years, nnd yet during that 
bricf intervnl our revennc and our trade (including both imports und experts) 
have hoth been nearly donbled. The shipping, inwards and ontwards, has In- 
creased hy 79 per cent. Pastorat occupation has advauced further towards the 
north und west over fully 400 miles of our territory, Tho amonat of knd 
hronght under cultivntion has also increased hy 100 per cnt and eot‘on has 
become one of our permmnent ataples, The retnms of the amount of coin and 
bank-notes in circulation, and of the Hve stock in 1862, when comared with 
the fignres of 1860, exhibit an almost equal rapidity of 1 rogress.” 


GENERAL LEE'S CAMPAIGN IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


We present onr readers with a carefully-prepared map of that part of 
Pennsylvania which bas already heen made interesting and important 
iy the several expeditions and battles that have taken place tiierein, 
Should the war be prolonged, it will donhtless again become the scens 
of momentons events. Om Map, it will be secu, embraces P,tishurg, 
Philadelphia, Hanisburg, and Washington, and points ont very clearly 
the line between the Northern and Southern States, called “ Mason 
and Dixon's line.” This line was smveyed hy Mason and Dixon during 
the last centnry, and became the meaus of settling old and trouble- 
some contests hetween the independent nationalities wh'ch elaimed 
jurisdiction under grants made hy the Crowa to William Penn nad 
‘ord Baltimore, ‘The eircular line on the north of the State of Dela- 
ware hceame the starting-point of the smvcy. Beginning a% this 
circle, ten miles from Newcastle, the survey goes due west to a point 
near the Ohio River, Should the future houndary of the Souther 
Confederacy, however, he fixed in accordance with the wishes of the 
South, it will no donbt be made to follow the Snsqnehanuah, River, 
and thence down the Obio and np the Missouri and the Pla‘te. 

Tt weuld be vain to speenlate npon the motives which in Inced the 
Confederate Goverriment to order General Lee’s advanze north, 
Beyond donht, the difficulties of the task were underrated ; and, after 
the sneeession of reverses sustained hy the army of the Povomac, 
President Davis may well he excused for not having foreseen the 
gallant manner in which it fought under the command of its new 
General, Mende. A great ohjcet of the advance was, of conrse, to 
make the North feel more acntely the burden of the war and to supply 
with food and forage. But, hcyonda doubt, more important 
results were expected, and there is no ground for regarding the failure 
of General Lee’s campaign as anything less than a severe, if temporary, 
hlow to the canse he fights for. 

General Lee effected his advance, which was over the extensive 
yivers, mountain ranges, &c., of some 165 tniles of country, hy 
throwing forward oy forces on the eastside of Bull Run monn- 
tains to Lecshwu'g and the Potomac, in order to clear the conntry of 
Federal signal-stations, which, posted on the mountains, gave notice 
of his movements. Licntenant-General Ewell, the friend and si.- 
cessor of Stonewall Jackson, then marched by a ronte in the rear of 
thoce monntains, and, deflecting his cose north and west, crossed the 
Shenandoah River between Salem and Winchester, and fought Gencval 
Milroy at the latter place. General A. P, Hill followed, Longstreet 
bringing p the rear. 

Sufficient forces were left in 








and near Richmond to defend the city 


} agninst the formal advance of an army of 63,000 or 70,000 men; but 


not cnough to take the ficld and check the inroads of marauding 
parties who might, therefore, approach almost within sight of the 
city, and do damage to the railroads, dc. 

General Milroy was ronted, and several thousand prisoners weretaken. 
The rest of his forces escaped hy night, scattering over the conntry a] 
reaching Pcunsylvania_ hy various routes. neral Ewell tirence 
ciossed the Potomac River at several fords ahove Harper's Ferry 
and below Williamsport. He steadily advanced, vid Hagersvown, 
Maryland, to Chamhershurg and Gettyshurg, Pennsylvania. 

Bodies of cavalry were dispatched in ever direction, destroying 
Federal property, public bridges, railroads, &e., hut respecting the 
persons and property of private citizens. Gencral Stuart's cavalry 
advaneed to a bridge over the Baltimore and Washington Railroad 
(the only rail connecting Washington with the United Stites), at 
Beltsville, fonrteen miles from Washington, He destroyel the 
bridges of the Baltimore aud Snequehannah Railroad, connecting 
Baltimore with Harisburg; rnined the track and bridges of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, connecting Washington and Balti- 
move with the West, and compelled the Tederals to hun bridges 
over the Snsquehannah River, to check his advance on Philadelphia 
and Hanvisburg, one of which cost a million dollars. Besides this, 
contributions oa towns and cities were levicd. In one casz, £30,090 
was exacted from the ity of York, Pennsylvania, 

When General Hooker left the Rappabannock, Longstrect 
advanced to the Potomac; and when Gencral Hooker crossed the 
Potomac Longstreet was still in ndvance. General Lee, assuming that 
he could engage Hooker with Lougstrect’s division, employed the 
corps of Ewell to open the way to Pennsylvania, It was at this 
phe that Gencral Hooker, with great sugacity, resigned his com- 
mand, 

The particulnrs of the hattle of Gettyshurg are still fresh in the 
recollection of our readers. Althongh the forces of General Lee were 
far inferior to those mder the command of General Meade, he hal 
the advantage of handling veteran troops who had aeqnired con ‘idcnes 
in many a hard fonght and victorions field, Against this advantage, 
however, Meade had nndonbtedly the superiority of numbers and 

osition. ‘he Federal army fought well and long, the battle raging 
or three days. Upon the first day the combined forces of two of 
Tee's Licutenants—Generals A. P. Hill and Ewell—fell npon the 
advance of Meade’s army north-west of Gettyshurg, ond drove it 
hack, with great slanghler, some two- miles and a half to the south 
of that town, 

The second day there was a general engagement, extenling over 
miles of ground, and contesting the strong position to which G-neral 
Meaie had iailen back, commanding all the roads and affording 
ezvellent defensive works to the Fedcral army. On the third diy,

when fortune, long douhtful, seemed inclining to the Confederate 
arms, two hrigades of fresh troops arrived to reinforce General 
Meade, and changed the fate of the day. Simultaneously with this 
General Lee received advice that a large force of the enemy was 
about interrupting hie trains, He immediately fell hack upon 
Hagerstown, and prepared there to decide the great event of the war. 
It is impossible to say what, hut for General Lee's recall, might have 
happened. Much might have been expected from the Confederate 
General's skill, and the character of his troops; hut, on the other 
hand, his position was not altogether favourable. Mende was ad- 
vancing from the south-east ; another corps neared him along the 
banks of the Susquehannah, from the east ; a sinall division advanced 
upon hin from the west, and all the Federal forces that had collected 
at Harper’s Ferry were pouring in from the south. Meanwhile, a 
large force of cavalry hung upon his rear, taking up the stragglers, 
sick, &e., of hisarmy, But at this juncture the Confederate Govern- 
ment, alarmed hy the fall of Vickshurg and the threatened attack on 
Charleston, recalled him, purposing, it is said, to entrust to Lee the 
management of the important movements rendered necessary in the 
west and south, And so ended the second Confederate campaign in 
Pennsylvania, 








THE DEFENCES OF WASHINGTON, 


As this region, however, may hereafter become interesting, either 
hy future hattles or treaties, we append the following facts concerning 
the principal towns, 

Pitishurg and Philadelphia are connected hy one of the finest rail- 
Toads in the world, It is somewhat less than four hundred miles in 
length, and the jonrney is made in ahout fourteen hours. There are 
eight lines of telegraph wire running the whole distance. Pittshurg 
is the Birmingham of America, It is exceedingly wealthy. A quarter 
of a century ago its ¢lite used gold forks, spoons, &c. Jvon, coal, 

lass, steel, copper, kerosine oil, pottery, cotton, woollen goods, ships, 
¢., ave made there to an enormous extent, The Map shows its 
situation between two navigable rivers and at the head of a third, 
which is navigable for large vessels for one thousand miles down to 
the Mississippi River, and thence up and down one thousand miles 
each way. ‘The city is surrounded and commanded hy hills, some 
800 ft. high, which are now being fortified. General Braddock, an 
English General of last century, was killed at “ Braddock's field,” 
Bye miles from Pittshurg, on the north hank of Monongahela 
ver, 

Philadelphia lies between the Delaware and Schuylkill Rivers, on 

a fine large plain, about two miles and a half hroad, connected with 


suburbs over the rivers hy six first-class stone and iton hridges, and 
some twenty-five steam-ferries, The population, before the war, was 
about two-thirds of a million, 

Harrishurg is the seat of Government of Pennsylvania, and qnite a 
Tet city. The Susquehannah River is not fordahle, and is crossed 

y several large and expensive hridges, one of which is nearly one 

mile in length. The country around is very productive. ‘ 

Baltimore, Maryland, is a city of nearly 200,000 people, the majority 
of whom are opposed to the Federal Government. ashington, the 
Federal capital, is very strongly defended hy hastioned works and a 
sufficient force of well-disciplined men, Its inhahitants are generally 
in favour of the Confederate Government, The people of eastern 
Maryland and the region around Washington are Sonthern, those 
west of Frederick are generally Northern, in their sympathies, Dela- 
ware is divided in sentiment, , 

The plans which we append of Pittshurg and the fortifications of 
Washington will speak for themselves. 
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
